The question 
was put to a vote and the following 
reductions, effective in all plants except 
that at Forth Worth, Texas, adoptel: 

For piece workers, $ per cent.; un- 
skilled labor, getting 45 cents an hour 
or less, 744 cents; semi-skilled labor, 
getting 45 and 50 cents an hour, 3 cents. 
A minimum wage of 25 cents an hour 
for adult female labor is providad. 

These reductions apply to plants in 
Chicago, St. Paul, Sioux City, Omaha, 
St. Joseph, Kansas City, St. Louis and 
Denver. 

The reductions at Fort Worth, where 
wages are gauged by local labor condi- 
tions, are: 

Unskilled labor receiving less than 4214 
eents an hour, 734 cents; semi-skilled 
labor receiving from 42%4 to 47% cents 
an hour, 5 cents; skilled labor receiving 
more than 47 cents an hour, 3. cents. 

When the reductions are applied to the 
plants of the other members of the Big 
Five 125,000 men and women will be 
affected. In the final result a far larger 
number will be directly concerned, as 
wages in several hundred smaller pack- 
ing houses are based on the Big Five 
scales. 

No change is made in working con- 
ditions or the forty-hour week guaran- 
tee. 

Today’s action, officials said, marked 


a new departure in American industry. 
While the ‘‘ plant congress’’ idea has 
been tried with varying success in other 
lines, the packing houses were the first 
national industry to attempt this method 
of euizloye representation in ihe man- 
agement.

Five Orphans in Rumania 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Presi- 
dent Harding gave Rabbi Simon Gla- 
zer of Kansas City, Kan., executive 
permission to adopt five children who 
are now in Rumania. The rabbi has 
already five children, and the new 
additions are Jewish children who 
were left orphans by the death of 
their mother in one of the massacres 
in the Ukraine in 1920 and the death 
of their father in the Uttited States. 

Immigration restrictions would have 
prevented them from coming to the 
United States, but President Harding 
agreed to allow Rabbi Glazer to 
adopt them and thus legalize their 
entry. The oldest is 17 and the 
youngest 9 years, and a collection 
has been taken up in Kansas City to 
pay their transportation expenses.

Even a 50 per cent. reduction 
in expenditures for military purposes, 
lhe said, would be a “ prodigious ’’ sav- 
ing. He doubted whether there would 
be .any decrease in the production of 
i steel because of the limitation of arma- 
iment.

| the other hand, he asserted, world peace

| business prosperity, as well as the 
largest measure of happiness, that the 
world has ever witnessed.” 

Mr. Gary said that he was very

Things have been’ growing better

Arthur J. Balfour, head of the British 
delegation, made it plain in his speech 
Tuesday, accepting “in principle and 
spirit’’ the Hughes proposal, that his 
Government agreed to the ratio of five- 
| five-three as measuring the strength of 
jthe three navies and believed that this 
|ratfo should be maintained in the final 
settlement. I understand that now, 
twenty-four hours after the announce- 
ment of the Japanese contention, the 
British delegation sees no good reason 
| for retreating from the position that Mr. 
Balfour laid down. 

The American delegation argue that it 
is proposed to stop now competition in 
the building of offensive ships which 
are capital ships. Having figured the 
comparative strength of the three navies 
as of Nov. 12, the Americans hold that 
five-five-three represents a fair ratio to 
be adopted and that any departure from 
this means not cessation of competition 
in capital ships, but a disguised con- 
tinuance of competition.

In an interview this afternoon the 
head of the French Government gave 
his views at length on this line. 

““With the European situation as it 
exists today,’ he said, “the French 
army exercises a stabilizing influence, 
for if we had not had a respectable 
army since the armistice war would 
have started again perhaps three or four 
times.

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FRANCE TO DEMAND 
A LIBERAL TONNAGE 


Briand Says Balfour Argument 
for Auxiliary Ships Applies 
Also to His Country. 


AGAINST SUBMARINE SLASH 


Declares France Is Not Strong on 
Sea and Will Oppose Abolition 
of “Arm of the Weak.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Paraphras- 
ing a term used last night by a British 
naval authority in discussing the desira- 
bility of a settlement with regard to the 
future naval strength of France and 
Italy before final action is taken on the 
Hughes proposal affecting the navies of 
Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan, apokesmen for the French and 
Italian delegations today mad= it per- 
fectly clear that the were fully recon- 
ciled to the proposal that thair sca de- 
fenses be ‘‘ brought into the conference 
picture.”’ 

The initiative in that respect, 
asserted in both French and Italian 
quarters, rested 
nations invited to the conference on the 
limitation of armaments, »ut with the 
United States, which had issue-i the in- 
vitations. The statement was made with- 
out asperity. 

In connection with this it was pointed 
out that the American proposal insured 
a@ full discussion of French and Italian 
naval strength at some appropriate fu- 
ture time. It will remain for the 
American delegation to indicate through 
Secretary Hughes when that moment 
shall have arrived. 

When the time is ripe, France, it was 
learned tonight on the best possible au- 
thority, will be prepared to enter a plea 
which naval men connected with the 
French delegation believe they will be 
in a position to support with convincing 
evidence, that France should receive a 
tonnage allowance as liberal in propor- 
tion as that of the three greater naval 
powers, and especially should be lib- 
erally treated in the matter of Ughter

Opposed to Submarine Cut. 


It appeared from what was said in 
this connection tonight that there had 
penetrated to French quarters a report 
that Great Britain, in her readily ex- 
plained prejudice against the ~sub- 
mersibles as an agency for maritime 
warfare, was exceedingly anxious that 
if undersea craft could not be abolished 
entjrely the tonnage allowed the three 
great powers should be limited to 45,000 
tons, half of that allowed under the 
Hughes proposal. Jtaly’s attitude on 
this question is not known, but is sup- 
posed to be adverse. France certainly 
is hostile to the proposal. 

M. Briand tersely outlined the position 
France was most likely to take when 
the elme comes to plead her case on 
the high seas before the conference. 

“Mr. Balfour,’’ he said, ‘‘ presented a 
very good case for Great Britain’ when 
he contended before the conference that 
they needed a slightly increased allow- 
ance in auxiliary ships than they could 
have under the proposal placed before 
the conference by Mr. Hughes. The 
arguments he advanced for Great Brit- 
ain with so much force and logic apply 
equally to France. 

‘‘France, too, has far-flung domin- 
fons. France, too, has a colonial sway 
and, as a result, interests and responsi- 


bilities in three oceans. France, too, 
has urgent need for a great many Hght 
vessels. 

‘““We lost a great many naval vessels 
of that type during the war, and were 
in no position to replace them because 
we were too busy turning out ammuni- 
tion for ourselves and our allies for use 
against the common foe." 

M. Briand was asked regarding the 
suggestion emanating from British quar- 
ters that the use of submersibles in 
naval warfare be abandoned or severely 
circumscribed through regulations with 
relation both to aggregate tonnage of 
this class of vessels in the navies of the 
world and the size of the units them- 
selves. 

‘“‘France,’’ he said, ‘‘ cannot subscribe 
to the British thesis. Mr. 
stated that the submarine was the arm 
of the weak. That is right. France is 
weak on the sea. Hence we are against 
the abolition of the submarines. 


“Won't Affect Other Agreements.” 


**We understand and can appreciate 
the reasons of Great Britain in objecting 
to the submarine. But her reasons 
against such vessels should not outweigh 


other reasons that can be brought for- 
ward in favor of retaining them. 

‘‘This is not a new subject. It has 
been discussed in international con- 
claves at The Hague, at Geneva, as it 
undoubtedly will be discussed at Wash- 
ingotn, and on no. occasion has there 
been an adverse majority from among 
the nations represented. 

“At this time I have heard no objec- 
tion raised against them except from 
one quarter. I do not think that will 
seriously militate against an agreement 
among the nations upon the weighty 
questions before this conference and 
their settlement upon a, basis that will 
be acceptable to all concerned, because 
of the great benefits that settlement 
will bring to the nations and to hu- 
manity as a whole.”’ 

The American attitude on the subma- 
rine question has been set forth in the 
Hughes proposal pretty fully and has 
been subject to exhaustive consideration 
by American naval authorities. It is 
not to be assumed, however, that this 
will preclude a full and free discussion 
from every angle or an opportunity for 
all the delegations involved to present 
their views on the subject before the 
conference and its standing committees. 


Not Vital, Say the British. 
From British quarters it was learned 


today that while Great Britain regards | 


the submarine not only as a menace to 
trade and as a weapon that readily 
lends itself to inhumane uses, but, as 
one British authority put it, ‘‘a men- 
ace against future peace.’’ She does not 
regard the issue that has arisen as vital.

Japanese Insistence on Existing 


Shantung Policy Is Reported— 
Naval Comment Cautious. 


TOKIO, Nov. 18 (Associated Press).— 
Some of the leading Japanese 
papers would not look with 
upon the cancellation of the 
Japanese alliance provided there are 
general assurances of a continuation of 
friendly relationship, according to many 
editorials published today on the Far 
Eastern question. Comment on _ this 
phase of the Washington conference to- 
day began to ovenshadow discussion of 
the American proposal for the limitation 


of naval armament.

Government, through its delegation at 
the conference, has not been slow in 
}making Known its program for the re- 
| constitution of a real and lasting peace 
[in the Far East and the Facific. The 
ten propositions contained in the pro- 
gram put forward by Minister S. K. Al- 
fred Sze, the chief of the Chinese dele- 


gation, to the conference as the basis 
for discussion of the Far Eastern ques- 
tion truly represent the public opinion 
and national sentiment of all sections 
|} of China. 

If the proposal lacks 
some respects, it is because it is nec- 
essary, by the nature of the problem, 
{that some fundamental principles gov- 
erning a common policy of the States 
in the Far East and their relation to 
| each other ought to be first agreed upon 
| between them before -there is any con- 
crete 
vivendi whereby those schemes may b 
fruitfully put forth. 

The fundamental principles as enu- 
merated in the Chinese proposal are: 

1. The territorial integrity and politi- 
cal and administrative independence of 
the Chinese Republic (Article 1).

Concessions by the United States in 
regard to Pacific fortifications, as an 
offset to what is generally coming to be 
regarded as the unfair ratio of naval 
| strength, are suggested by Baron To- 


shiatsu Sakamoto, an influential mem- 
ber of the House of Peers, in an article 
,in the Asahi Shimbun. 

He declares that the ratio should be 
twelve battleships for Japan to eighteen 
for the United States, instead of ten to 
eighteen. He says further that under 
the Hughes plan, with Japan retaining 
only one of the superdreadnought type, 
the Nagato, against America’s three, 
Japan’s ratio would be reduced to ap- 
proximately ten to twenty. A fairer 
balance, he argues, might be secured in 
a different direction, namely, the forti- 
fication of the Pacific, which he says 
it is important to discuss, together with 
the question of eliminating all naval 
bases which menace Japan. 

M. Soyeda, Director of the Labor and 
Capital Co-ordination Society, declares 
in a statement that in his view the 
carrying out of the proposals would have 
the gravest social effect. He expresses 
belief that Japan should act with cau- 
tion regarding a step involving a radical 
change in conditions affecting the so- 
cial welfare. 

The Hochi Shimbun considers there 
has been a serious omission in the pro- 
posals, inasmuch as restriction of aerial 
possibilities is not touched upon.

Vatican Message to President 
Tells of Imploring Happy 
Issue for Conference. 


BACKING FROM CIVIL RULERS 


King George, Emperor Yoshihito and 
Many Others Send Expres- 
sions of Encouragement. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (Associated 
Press).—Pope Benedict, in a cablegram 
to President Harding, has expressed the 
hope that Almighty God may “ grant a 
happy issue to the initiative taken by the 
Chief Magistrate of the great American 
republic to tranquillize the trepidation 
of humanity.’”’ 

The message of.the Pope, together with 
communications from a dozen rulers and 
officials of~various Governments re- 
ceived by President Harding in connec- 
tlon with the assembling of the confer- 
ence, was made public today at the State 
Department. Replies by Mr. Harding to 
some of the messages were also made 
public, and it was stated that fitting 
replies were being prepared to others, 
including the communication from the 
Vatican. 

The cablegram from Pope Benedict as 
received in Washington read: 

‘On the eve of the conference assem- 
bled for the purpose of settling the 
grave international questions connected 
with the Far East and of thus arriving 
at disarmament, earnestly, Almighty 
God grant a nappy issue to the initiative 
taken by the Chief Magistrate of the 
great American republic to ‘tranquillize 
the trepidation of humanity.’’ 

State Department officials said that 
the Papal message had been slightly 
garbled in transmission. 

Others from whom messages. were re- 
ceived included King George of Great 
Britain, King Albert of Belgium, Presi- 
dent Millerand of France, Emperor 
Yoshihito of Japan, President Hsu Shi- 
chang of China, President Acosta of 
Costa Rica, President Zayas of Cuba, 
President Dartiguenave of Haiti, Presi- 
dent Brum of Uruguay, the Prime Min- 
isters of Norway and Sweden, and the 
Presidents of the Peruvian Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies. 


Sends Sympathy of All the British. 


King George in his message said: 

‘““On the occasion of ‘the opening of 
the international conference at Wash- 
ington I again send to you my most sin- 
cere wishes for the success of its de- 
liberations. ‘The sympathy and good- 
will of the whole British people will be 
with the conference in its labors for as- 
suring the maintenance of peace.,’’ 

President Harding replied: 

‘‘It is difficult to express to you the 
measure of my appreciation of your 
message on the occasion of the open- 
ing of the conference at Washington. The 
renewed assurances that Your Majesty 
and the British Wmpire are in sympathy 
with the results hoped to be accomp- 
lished in the interest of enduring peace 


increases my confidence that the labors 
of the conference will attain this de- 
sirable end.’’ 

Emperor Yoshihito in his message re- 
ferring to the ceremonies for America’s 
Unknown Soldier, expressed the hope 
“That the sacrifice of those gallant 
lives may in the Inscrutable workings 
of Providence lead to a better and more 
fraternal era for the world.” 

The President in thanking the Em- 
peror for his camegram, said that he 
valued it ‘very highly.’ 


Wants Fruit of War Sacrifices.

PEKING, Nov. 18 (Associated Press). 
—The heavy run on all the Chinese 
banks continued today. -All efforts by 
officials and foreign banks failed to 
induce Sir Francis A. Aglen, Inspector 
General of the Imperial Maritime Cus- 


toms, to release the 14,000,000 taels 
trust fund to save the situation. He 
argued that the diplomatic body must 
provide guarantees for a refund of this 
money if it was released, and that this 
was impossible. 

A general mutiny of the unpaid troops 
around the metropolis is feared.

SAYS CHINA WANTS 
TARIFF AUTONOMY 


President Tells Northcliffe He 
Expects Washington Con- 
ference to Grant It. 


OPPOSES ANY INTERFERENCE 


He and Premier Emphasizes Need 
of Money, but Insist Country 
Is Solvent. 


PEKING, Nov. 17 (Associated Press). 
—China’s desire to manage her own 
affairs without interference from other 
countries was voiced in interviews 
granted today to Lord Northcliffe, Brit- 
ish publicist, by President Hsu Shih- 
chang and Premier Chin Yun-peng. 


; Both emphasized their nation’s need of 


money and both likewise asserted that 
China was solvent and able to win her 
way through if given the opportunity. 
Premier Chin declared that China was 
looking for the Washington conference 
to give her tariff autonomy. 


The President, who received Lord 
““'The opening of the Washington con- 


gestions advocating foreign control in 
but such procedure would only 
cause further difficulties and trouble. 
The Chinese people should be allowed 
to solve their own internal problems, 


China’s present troubles should be re- 


|garded by foreigners not oniy as pecuiiar 


to China, but as the natural step in the 


evolution of the Government éstablisned 
when the monarchy was. overthrown 
after having been endured for centuries. 
Similar difficulties were experienced in 
France following the revolution, and 
England and the United States aiso had 
long periods of serious unsettlement 
before stable administrations were con- 
summated. 

‘*China would like foreign nations to 
regard the developments now procecding 
with understanding and sympathy. * The 
in China is 
chiefly commercial, and nelpful criticism 
of China and a d¢termination cn the 
part of the powers to give her fair play 
would aid materially in her comme: cial 
expansion and create business oppor= 
tunities of tremendous importance. 

‘* China’s present financial difficulties 


}are aggravated by the conditions which 


have obtained since the termination of 
the war. During the war foreign buyers 
operated largely in the Chinese market 
and were large purchasers of Chinese 
products. Since the war these purchases 
have materially diminished, and China 
has not yet been able to make up the 
deficiency. She has not contracted any 
foreign loans during the last three years 
of any considerable amount. Also, there 
has been no particular investment here 
of foreign capital, and this, coupled with 
the decrease in trade of such, staples as 
silk, tea and the like, is responsible for 
little capital coming into the country. 

“China is in financial difficulties. 
but they are not insurmountable, and 
steps are now being taken by the 
Government which will enable the 
country to return to its normal state 
within a reasonable time. despite the 
troubles between the North and South. 
These are expected to be adjusted in 
fue course, because the Central Govern- 
ment is prepared to accept any reason- 
able terms to establish peace. 

*“*Some foreizn newspapers 
vointed out that the differences be- 
tween the Nort!:: and South are not 
differences between the peoole of those 
sections, but between persons desiring 
to serve their own ends, and this view 
is correct. The people of China are 
sound. Only five provinces are aligned 
against the North, and they are torn 
by sharp’ dissensions. The central 
government is ready for peace, hay 
striven for it, and will take any op- 
portunity to secure it.’’ 

Following his audience with the 
President, Lord Northcliffe interviewed 
the Premier, who said: 

‘““China wants money, and can _ of: 
fer ample security. We have our cus 
toms, a surphis in the wine and tobacco 
revenue, a raffroad surplis and the 
stamp tax. Balance sheets will soon 
be issued showing our exact position. 
We are willing to discuss the contro! 
of expenditures if it does not inter- 
fere with China's sovereign rights. 

“China expects, as a result of the 
Washington conference, to get -tariff 
autonomy. At present we cannot in- 
crease the tariff rates without consult- 
ing the thirteen treaty powers. We 
cannot freely change our tariff, as every 
other nation in the world does. Non- 
inally our tariff is 5 per cent., but ae. 
tually we get but 3.7 per cent. Give 
us the right to fix oun tariff like other 
nations, and we will be able to help 
ourselves more. 

“If we are left alone, it will be bet- 
ter for all concerned. We need money 
to disband our troops, whose pay is 
many months in arrears. China is ab- 
solutely solvent, despite the present 
confusion of finance.’’

Publishes Alleged Secret Document. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 18.—The Irish Bulletin 
publishes today the text of an alleged 
secret circular tssted by the Divisional 
Commissioner of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary at Belfast.

DUBLIN, Nov. 18.—The funeral of Al- 
derman Barry, a well-known Cork citt- 
zen who was shot dead on Tuesday in 
the Ballykinlar camp, where he had been 
interned, was made the occasion today 
for the greatest demonstration since the 
death of Lord Mayor MacSwiney of 
Cork. The camp granted temporary 
paroles to several internes to enable 
them to form a guard of honor.

CARY SEES GREAT 
PROSPERITY NEAR

President of the United States and other 
officials have not infrequently voiced 
opinions concerning business conditions 
and prospects that were favorable and 
hopeful. The newspaners, perhaps with- 
out exception, by their editorials and 
otherwise, have lent encouragement to 
those who are connected with business | 
enterprises. All this has been very grat- 
ifving and helpful, and it has been justi- 
fied by the facts. 


‘In the steel industry the volume of 
business has more than doubled during 
the last ninety days, though the profits, | 
as a rule, have been little or nothing, | 
due to high costs and low prices. 

“It will be conceded that thrift even | 
in a rich country may be interfered | 
with, if not postponed. The pity is that! 
often this is brought about unnecéssarily 
and sometimes negligently or viciously. 
Even though we have now passed the 
most critical period in our recovery. I 
still think we would not be warranted 
in concluding we have arrived at the 
point where we can with certainty pre- 
dict the exact time when there will be 
a return to a normal financial, commer- 
cial and industrial basis, for the world’s 
economic structure has been terribly 
shaken by adverse winds, during the last 
few years. There must be further ad- 
justments. 

“ The delay in complete restoration of 
a sound and satisfactory economic de- 
velopment and activity in this country 
is largely due to high costs—high costs 
of living, high costs of production and 
transportation and high costs of own- 
ing and earning money or its equivalent, 


High Costs of Living. 

“When the armistice was declared 
the whole range of prices was far above 
that of ante-war times. Every one 
realized that there would have to 
be readjustments to lower levels. 
Still, there are considerable numbers 


who seem to be possessed with a desire 
and determination to make the most 
out of the situation, to maintain high 
prices and to realize the largest pos- 
sible guins; and those who are thus 
disposed are sufficiently numerous and 
successful to materially affect the cost 
of living. Here is one of the funda- 
mentals of obstruction to a return to 
normal conditions. It may properly be 
claimed that as the advances in prices 
and values during the war naturally 
formed a circle, composed of various 
items such as labor, transportation, 
production, living expenses, each affect- 
ing the others, so the same unhealthy 
and unwholesome symptoms may be 
seen in the endeavor to return to pre- 
vious levels. The real obstructionists 
at present may be classified generally, 
if not distinctly. 

**It seems to me that many so-called 
middlemen are more at fault concerning 
these matters than any others; they do 
not seem to have kept pace with the 
majority of business men in reducing 
prices; many have not lowered their 
selling prices in proportion to the re- 
ductions which have been made to them 
in their purchases. 

‘“*T will specify a few of the features 
which tend to prove the assertions made. 
First, as to food and clothing. You will 
observe I have taken prices in the ordi- 
nary country stores and shops, where 
they are moderate as compared with 
many of the city establishments:

REPARATION HOPES FAILING 


Loebe Tells Socialists Germany May 
Be Put Under the Allies’ 
Financial Control.

Particularly interesting is the attempt

jot indirect taxes. The program appar- 
|ently overlooks no opportunity in the 
way of old and new schemes for raising 
money short of actual confiscation. 

The Government tax experts say that 
a comparative study shows that the tax 
burden is incomparably less in England 


and France than it will be in Germany , 


under the new program. Yet these 
hoped-for 95,000,000,000 paper marks an- 
nually are still insufficient to plug the 
hole in Germany’s budget and finance 
reparations. It is admitted tonight that

reparation payments with fatal, 
reaching consequences, 

The gravity of the reparation dilemma 
is not exaggerated. Chancellor Wirth 
has made a last appeal to the leaders 
of industry to come to the rescue.

He warned Hugo Stinnes and his fellow- 
captains of industry of the political con- 
scquences if they clung to impossible 
conditions for their credit help, with the 
enforced alternative of partial confisca- 
i tion.

The commission's visit has given 
neither aid nor comfort to the Govern- 
ment. It is understood that there was

pending, which, it is hoped, will make a 
favorable impression in France. 

Hardly four weeks ago the so-called 
gold surcharge on import duties was in- 
creased from 900 to 1,900 per cent. Now 
the Government is seriously discussing 
increasing it to 3,900 per cent. This 
means that German importers must pay 
3.900 paper marks for every 190 marks 
of customs duties levied. The new

A gloomy view of the reparation prob- 
lem is taken bv President Loebe of the 
Reichstag. Addressing a local Social 
Demorratic Party convention in Breslau 
he said: é 

‘'The time is not far distant when @ 
moratorium must intervene. If by 
straining to the utmost we succeed in 
making our January payment, we shall 
not be able to pav further instalments. 
The Reparation Commission’s visit to 
Berlin must result either {n a morato- 
rium for us or in our being placed under 
a financial control like Turkey vand 
Eevnt in former days. » A foreign com- 
mission will then determine the salaries 
and number of the State emploves fo 
be engaged and dismissed and will res- 
‘ulate taxes. Presumably a greatly in- 
‘ereased alcohol tax would come first. 
Under the domination of foreign capital 
we shall then experience all those meas- 
ures which we did not voluntarily carry 
out. Only, in that case, thev will be 
stripped of all Socialistic character. 
Herr Loebe’s raising of the spectre of 
the Allied financial control of Germany 
was intended as an argument to the So- 
cialists to put through a measure for 
the partial confiscation of so-called gold 
values before it was too late.

Special Cable to THE New York TIMES, 


BERLIN, Nov. 18.—Germany {is not 
only in a very serious financial position, 


regarding money. Berlin’s is the worst 


case. 

‘* We are at the end of our resources 
and must give up tke struggle if the 
Government does not step in and provide 
{us with funds,’’ says the Chief Burgo- 
master. ‘‘'The same statement applies 


to nearly all other German cities.”’ 

This trouble has its root, of course, in 
the rate of exchange. Far sooner tran 
was expected, a rise in prices has set in 
lon a serious scale. Things affected by 
{the cost of raw material from abroad 
i were the first to increase in price, but 
the rise is now becoming general. There 
ljare families in Berlin—thousands, I 
should say—who cannot afford to buy 
more tran half a pound of potatoes on 
any one day. Other necessary things 
are equally beyond the purses of the 
great masses of people. This breeds 
discontent and a demand for higher 
wages from municiual workers which, 
however, are always certain to lag far 
behind the rise in the cost of living.

*“ Where labor is directly under con- 
trol of leaders not connected with nor 
interested in the results of the work in 
question, the rates in many instances | 
are unreasonable and unjust. This re- 
lates particularly to trades which, in a 
measure, control building operations and 
affect rentals. 

‘* But the wages paid are only a part 
of the story. The failure to render an 
hour’s work for an hour's pay is even | 
worse. The skill or energy or effort to 
accomplish. is not one-half what it was 
formerly, so that the rates now paid 
are actually quadrupled instead of being 
doubled. The rules formulated’ by 
unions under which the work is done 
place limits upon production, as many 
employers and others know by bitter 
experience. The wonder {ts that so large 
a part of the public, which to a great 
extent suffers the consequence, appar- 
ently fails to appreciate these important 
facts pertaining to production, 


High Cost of Production and Trans- 
portatien. 


“The costs of semifinished production 
and also transportation are about twice 
what they were before the war. The 
facts and figures relating to these have 
been under examination by Govern- 
mental departments and have been -pub- 
lished. These high costs result, in part 


at least, from the prices which are paid 
for materials purchased from the 
original producers and also the rates of 
wages paid. 

‘* Unless there shall be a Governmental 
supérvision which is impartial and non- 
partisan and covers all interests, classes 
and departments equally ana fully, there 
is no way of promptly returning to and 
maintaining normal and sound condi- 
tions in all respects, except by the 
natural means provided by the law of 
supply and demand, which requires time. 

‘’ Business of all kinds would succeed 
better if unhampered by Governmentat 
interference, but if it is desired to pro- 
ceed with the greatest dispatch towar.l 
the starting point of the upward march 
in prices influenced by the war, then 
every person and every interest, with- 
out discrimination, must submit to some 
kind of Governmental supervision and 
regulation. Class distinction is the 
worst thing that can happen to any 
country. 

‘* As the Government materially assist- 
ed in increasing costs and ran! Ang al- 
though on:grounds of necessity, it might 
be proper and expedient to render sim- 


jlar services in the struggle to decrease |' 


them. 


The High Cost of Holding Money and 
Property. 


“Underlying all economic conditions 
in this country today, and perhaps 
throughout the world, is the high cost to 
the holder or earner of money or prop- 


erty. It is so high that the incentive to 
initiate, extend, develop or operate is 
not only discouraged, but it is nearly or 
entirely destroyed in many cases. I re- 
fer to the question of taxes. We have 
heard of being taxed to death. The 
eople have been made to realize what 
t means. Both industry and individuals 
have suffered almost to the point of de- 
spair. They have staggered under the 
burdens of taxation. Neither the United 
States nor any other country can satis- 
factorily prosper while taxeg remain so 
high as at present. 

“Any politician or political party 
standing for present tax rates, or oppos- 
ing substantial reductions down to the 
lowest practical level, will not continue 


jin authority, but will go down to defeat 


at the first election. The people will 
not long endure the existing situation. 
In fact, they cannot. 

“Under the present laws one’s in- 
come, whether derived from personal ef- 
fort or invested property or business, is 
largely taken by the Government in in- 
come taxes. Extensions cannot be made 
nor industry progress while so much of 
the returns is taken away and diverted 
from legitimate enterprise. ’ 

“‘And the same argument applies to 
aggregations of capital held, or business 
transacted, by corporations. The point 
applies with equal force whether it re-- 
fers to business carried on by individuals 
or oy Cor ep oRt, : Bi 
“ Judging his utterances and ef- 
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insistence for decreases in taxation. 
Importance of Money. 


“To the fullest extent possible earn- 
ings and incomes must be left in the 


hands of those who first receive them. 
Money is just as Important as it ever 
was. Without it nothing can be done 
for any one or for any country. Re- 
marks from the lips of men, especially 
from those who know‘nothing concerning 
their subject, amount to comparatively 
little. Money talks louder and more 
effectively than anything else when pro- 
tection to life and health is concerned. 
Unless food, shelter and clothing are 
provided we will not listen to words 
concerning abstract questions, especially 
from those who work little and say 
much. Well, just at present we need 
more and more production, and money 
is necessary for this purpose. 

‘*I do not believe in a penny-wise pol- 
icy. A great deal of money is required 
to pay interest on the enormous indebt 
edness of the Government, and for car- 
rying on governmental affairs, but the 
expenses for this are too large. There 
are too many clerks, doing too little 
work in public offices, notwithstanding 
all that has been done under the able 
direction of General Dawes and others; 
there are too,many committees making 
investigations at large cost, sometimes 
for political purposes, too much unnec- 
essary display, altogether too numerous 
and great expenditures for useless and 
profitless things. 

‘* Undoubtedly the fairest way to raise 
money for the Government is by a sales 
tax which requires every: one to con- 
tribute in accordance with pecuniary 
ability to buy. ‘This is equal treatment 
of all the people and therefore is just. 
Moreover, it is easy and cheap in ad- 
ministration, and certain of full ex- 
posure and accomplishment. 


The Washington Conference. 


‘*‘Of highest interest, having a direct 


bearing and immediate influence upon 
the questions already discussed, is the 
conference at Washington called to con- 
sider the limitation of armament by the 
different nations. Undoubtedly a very 
large part of national expenses during 
the last three years related to military 
reparation. HEyen though the object 
bas been only for defensive purposes, 
nevertheless the cost has been as much 
as it would have been if the motive 
were less justifiable. If the expendi- 
tures in this direction shall be decreased 
only 50 per cent. the saying will be pro- 
digious. But if an agreement to this 
effect is made it will probably go much 
further as to amount; and even better 
than this, it will cover principles which 
will tend to conserve peace, friendship 
and good-will, which is of inestimable 
value to all nations. 

‘Very great progress has already 
been made in Washington. The ad- 
dresses of the President and Secretary 
of State, reespectively, were of the 
highest type of oratory and their pro- 
posals were not only startling, but were 
universally received with joy and satis- 
faction. Other speeches already de- 
livered show that the speakers were in- 
spired by the same lofty emotions which 
prompted the utterances of President 
Harding and Secretary Hughes, 

‘The suggestions by some that there 
will be less steel manufactured as a re- 
sult of armament limitation are un- 
worthy of even a passing notice. In the 
first place, the amount of decreases, if 
any, which is doubtful, would be small, 
and even though they might be large, 
no sane and right spirited person would 
consider pecuniary interest as of any 
importance when discussing national or 
international welfare. 

‘* Besides the benefits which would be 
derived by reason of all the nations liv- 
ing under peaceful conditions as com- 
pared with military conflicts are beyond 
calculation. If means for the firm es- 
tablishment and maintenance of neace 
can be found and generally assented to, 
it will mark an epoch of the greatest 
business propsperity, as well as the 
largest measure of happiness that the 
world has ever witnessed, 

“Of course, there must be and will 
be many matters to be determined bear- 
ing upon the question of peace, outside 
of those suggested by the Secretary of 
State in his original proposition, ‘There 
are a good many kinds of armament, 
some more destructive than others, but 
all important, and every one heretofore 
or hereafter discovered must be covered 
by the international arrangement to be 
concluded. . 


Final Treaty Needed. 


‘*But with an agreement for the limi- 
tation of capital ships it would not 
seem to be practical to stop with less 
than a final treaty which will prevent 


future wars. In addition what is 
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contemplated by the limitation of arma- 
ment there should, with other things, be 
an understanding that if any interna- 
tional differences arise no resort to mili- 
tary force shall be permitted until after 
there has been a conference and full dis-

Bishop Manning Urges Diocese 
to Complete Work as a 
| Token of Thanksgiving. 


ABOUT $3,000,000 NEEDED 


Would Have Completion of Plans 
Commemorate Conference Called

| Bishop William T. Manning made a 
| plea last evening at a mass meeting in 
| Carnegie Hall for the people of the 
| Episcopal Diocese of New York to build 
| the nave of the Cathedral and present 
‘it to the world ‘‘‘ as a thank-offering for 
_the reduction of navies, the limitation 
| of armaments, the turning away of the 
|people from war forever and for the 
|new hope of trotherhood and peace on 
earth.” 

Dr. Manning made his first appear- 
ance since becoming Bishop before the 
communicants of his diocese as a whole, 
He said that with $3,000,000 two of the 
bays of the nave could be bullt. 

Bishop Manning said that “‘ both the 
clergy and the laity of this diocese want 
to leave behind and have done with 
every vestige of narrow, petty partisan 

| feeling and nagging and stand together 
|for those great things which are now 
calling to us.’’ 
| The audience passed two resolutions 
on the Washington conference ‘‘ express- 
'ing their deep gratification at the part 
taken in this movement by the President 
of the United States and by our repre- 
| sentatives in the conference.’’ The sec- 
ond resolution provided that a copy be 
sent to Mr. Harding and to each of our 
; representatives in the conference. 

Bishop Manning and four laymen were 
the speakers, Dr. John H. Finley, 
Stephen EF. Bayne, Robert Fulton Cut- 
ting and Stephen Baker. 

Dr. Finley told of his recent trip to 

| Europe, which he said was like Job, 


j afflicted with sores. ‘‘ It is the spirit- 
j ual appeal of such great congregations 
jthat has made posstpie what Mr. 
Hughes has done Washington,”’ 
added Dr. Finley. 
| Mr. Cutting asked if the Church could 
)}not be a mediator between the em- 
| ployer and the employe. ‘‘ The function 
| of the Church is to reconcile man to 
man,”’ he said, and expressed the opin- 
1} ion that employers were often wrong. He 
jalso said that the Episcopal Church 
| could ‘““have an influence in the social 
/ and financial world to stop strikes and 
| lockouts perhaps greater than any 
‘ other communion.” 

Mr. Baker, 'Treasurere of most of the 
financial boards of the diocese, asked to 
nave an endowment for the support of 
the three bishops, including their sal- 
aries, rent, office and traveling expen- 
‘ses, which would bring in an income of 
‘from $50,000 to $60,000 a year. He said 
the expenses this year would be $41,000, 
but covered only seven and one-half 
months of salary for the two new suf- 
fragan bishops.

| SOVIETS OPEN A BANK 
ON CAPTALISTIC PLAN 


lt Will Pay 5 Per Cent. on De- 
posits and Make Loans to 
Corporations. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 18 (Associated Press). 
|—A new State bank was opened today 
in Moscow in the premises of the old 
Union Bank with a full staff of old- 
time banking officials and clerks. It so 
happened that the date was exactly four 
years from that on which the Soviet 
Government nationalized and took over 
all the Russian banks, 


Notices are displayed on all the walls 
of the new bank that 3 per cent. inter- 
est will be paid on current accounts 
and 5 per cent. on time deposits. 

There was little activity on the bank 
premises on the opening day except on 
the part of the members of the staff 
working at their desks or assisting in 
arranging the bank’s funds in the new 
Soviet paper money. Two workmen 
with rifles stood guard at the main 
door. : 

There was no ceremony at the open- 
ing, which marks a decided step in the 
changed economic policy, as the bank 
advertises that it will make loans to 
corporations and individuals, deal in ex- 
change and handle accounts, guarantee- 
ing them free from confiscation by the 
Government, which desires to restore 
capitalistic methods in its effort to ef- 
fect economic reconstruction. Branch 


banks will be opened soon in Siberian 
and other Russian commercial centres. 

It is announced that the bank will 
handle foreign bills of exchange, apply- 
ing the old iaws to them until new en- 
actments are farmulated. 

The buying power of the pre-war gold 
ruble has been agreed as the standard 
on which Soviet budgets hereafter are 
to be based. Every two months the 
jratio between the gold ruble and the 
|paper ruble is to be readjusted, so as 
jto equalize salaries and avoid absurdi- 
ities existing in many departments 
where the monthly salaries, fixed long 
!ago, are insufficient to buy the food of 
jan employe for a single day. 

The Finance Committee of the Coun- 
cil of Commissaries adopted this re- 
vision of the budget plan on the advice 
of M. Parin, who heads a commission 
named to reduce the number of employes 
and to reorganize the departments, 
which are hopelessly involved because of 
the shrinking value of the ruble. The 
actual buying power of the’ paper ruble 
jhas now descended to 120,000 to the dol- 
lar, although the official rate is quoted 
at 60,000 to the dollar. 

The suggestion was recently made by 
the Chief Tax Collector, M. Dombroys- 
jlov, that a money tax be substituted for 
the grain tax, and it is generally be- 
lieved that the Soviet Government will 
soon abandon the grain tax because of 
the great difficulty of collecting it and 
handling the proceeds.

SEEKS $17,260 BONDS 
HE GAVE T0 AID GIRL 


Man Urged Her to Put Them 
Into Trust Fund, but She 
Decamped. 


SHE HAD MANY ALIASES 


So Pennsylvania Hotel Resident Has 
Difficulty in Locating “Jeanette 
Brown”’—Gets Attachment. 


Supreme Court Justice Kelby, in 
Brooklyn yesterday, issued an attaeh- 
ment requiring the Sheriff of Kings 
County to take possession of any prop- 
erty he may find that belongs to Miss 
Jeanette Brown. She is said to be an 
actress, 26 years old, whose present 
whereabouts are unknown. 

The attachment was the result of an 
action brought by Charles W. Collier. 
He formerly lived at the Hotel Pennsyl- 
vania, but it was said there that he 
had left no forwarding address. He 
seeks to recover $17,260, which he says 
he gave to Miss Brown to deposit as a 
trust fund for her own benefit. 

‘The defendant’s true name, I be- 
lieve,’’ says Collier in an affidavit, ‘‘ is 
Jeanette Brown. At the times I will 
mention she lived at the Hotel Pennsyl- 
vania under the name of Jeanette So- 
cher. She told me that was her maiden 
name. I knew her also to be called 
Jeanette Mohr, a name she adopted for 
the purposes of the stage. 

‘“‘Prior to last May she frequently 
asked me to make financial provision 
for her. I told her I was willing to do 
so, but that, if I gave her the money 
outright, it would be all gone at the 
time she needed it most. I told her she 
would need money more after she had 
reached forty and that 1 was willing to 
invest the money in a irust fund, to 
revert to her absolutely after she had 
passed forty. She thought that wise, so, 
during the month of May last, I turned 
over to her Liberty bonds of the 


amount for which 1 am now suing. The 
understanding was that she was immedi- 
ately to deposit them in a trust fund. 

‘* Some time later I asked her if she 
had created the trust fund. She said 
she had not.

SAYS RAIL LAW CHANGE 
ENDANGERS INVESTORS 


Counsel for Owners of Securities 
Asserts Savings Banks and In- 


surance Companies Are 


Involved.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Walter L. 
Fisher, of counsel for the National As- 
sociation of Owners of Railroad Securi- 
ties, who was a witness today before 
the Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce, declared that the repeal of 
the financial rate-making provisions and 
other fundamentals of the Transporta- 
tion act would bring great danger to 


the 11,000,000 depositors in mutual sav- 
ings banks and to 34,000,000 life insur- 
ance policy holders, whose money, he 
said, is very largely invested in rail- 
road bonds. 

‘“‘Does this committee,’’ asked Mr. 
Fisher, ‘‘ propose to countenance .con- 
ditions that will inevitably lead to Gov- 
ernment ownership of the _ railroads 
without at least an attempt to put in 
effect the program of intensive eco- 
nomics in railroad administration pre- 
sented before this committee by repre- | 
sentatives of the association of security 
owners in January, 1919, and again in 
June, 1921, that will save hundreds of 
millions of dollars for the carriers? 

‘* No expert is required to understand 
the proposal made by the security own- 
ers that by the use of the National Rail- 
way Service Corporation, organized by 
this association, great savings will be 
made that will mean substantial reduc- 
tions in freight rates through ihe ac- 
quisition and handling of equipment fori 
the railroads of the Service Corporation.

STRIKE DEMANDS REFUSED. 


Tide Water Oil Won’t Lower 24%, 
Wage Cut to 10%. 


The Board of Directors of the Tide 
Water Oil Company yesterday refused 
the seven demands made by the com- 
pany’s 1,500 strikers as a prerequisite to 
resuming work in the big oii plant ai 
Bayonne. The company said no nego- 
tiations would be considered until th« 
men returned to work, and that those 
electing to resume could do so without 
fear of discrimination. 

The company’s dictum will be reported 
to the men at a meeting today in Bay- 
onne. Leaders said a vote to continue 
the strike was probable. 

The demands were first offered to U. 
C. Edwards, Superintendent of the 
plant, late Thursday night. Chief 
among the demands was that the 24 
wage cut be lowered to 10 
cent., making the Tide Water re- 
duetion equal that of the Standard Oil 
Company. 

Yesterday was payday at the plant. 
Virtually all the strikers collected their 
wages without disorder.

BODY FOUND BY NEIGHBOR 


Broken Furniture Reveals Search 
Made by Slayer In House 
Near Westbury.

WESTBURY, L. I., Nov. 18.—Mrs. 
Elizabeth Maier, 52 vears ola, was mur- 
dered by a strangler some time Thurs- 
day or early this morning in the com- 
bination sleeping and living room in the 
little four-room house she occupied alone 
in Old Country Road, between Hicks- 
ville and this place. Her body was 
discovered this afternoon when a neigh- 
bor called with some small purchases 
she had made for her in the village. 

The murderer searched the place for 
valudbles he believed Mrs. Maier pos- 
sessed and departed leaving no clew,

Sheriff Smith took to the County jail 
at Mineola late tonight Joe Kaufmann, 
a Polish peddler, who is held as a ma- 
terial witness. He was the last person 
known to have seen Mrs. Maier- alive. 
He sells dry goods and notions to coun- 
try folk from a yellow wagon. While 
his address was set down as Hicksville, 
the prisoner said he lived in Brooklyn 
aud kept his horse tn Hicksville.

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PRESIDENT IS ASKED 
TO GRANT AMNESTY 


But He Tells a Delegation He Is 
Still Undecided on Action 
in Wartime Cases. 


VISITORS PRESENT A LETTER 


Declare Men-in Prison Are There 
for Voicing Sentiments Now 
‘Heard at Arms Conference. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—President 
Harding informed a_ delegation that | 
called upon him today to urge the im- 
mediate pardon of all prisoners con- 
victed under the Espionage act that he 
was still undecided whether to declare 
@ general amnesty or to consider the 
ease of each so-called political prisoner 
individually. 

“Of course, we can not quote the 
President,”’ said Oswald Garrison Vil- | 
lard, one of the delegation that was in- 
troduced to the President by Senator 
Ladd of North Dakota, ‘‘ but nothing 
could be more friendly than the Presi- 
dent’s reception of us.’’ 

Spokesmen for the delegation were 
Julia Lathrop, William Allen White, 
John S. Codman and Mrs. Marguerite 
Tucker. Mrs. Tucker, who spoke last, 
asked the President to make a definite 
statement of his attitude on the ques- 
tion of a general pardon to all violators 
of the Espionage act and similar war- 
time acts. President Harding declined, 
saying he was still undecided on the 
question, adding that it was a sub- 
ject he was giving careful considera- 
tion to at the present time. A few 
members of delegation declared as they 
left the White House that they had 
gained the impression that the Presi- 
dent expected very shortly to announce 
his decision. 

The Debs case was not mentioned di- 
rectly by any of the delegation’s spokes- 
men to the President, but in a letter 
left with him it was asserted that Debs 
had no wish to receive executive clem- 
ency that would not be accorded to 
others convicted under the same war- 
time laws. 





‘*Mere Expression of Opinion.” 


The. letter read: 

‘‘ We appear before you to ask for im- 
mediate pardon of all persons convicted 
under the Espionage act and other war | 
laws. 

‘“‘ According to our information, there 

are confined in various Federal prisons 
147 men serving sentences, some of | 
which run as high as twenty vears. All | 
of these men were convicted of prac- 
tically the same supposed offense, name- | 
ly, of written or spoken opposition to} 
the war, or of using language construed 
by the courts to be in opposition to the | 
war. 
** None of these men were convicted of 
offenses involving moral turpitude in its 
generally accepted sense. None of them 
were guilty of overt acts against the 
law. Not one was shown to have the 
remotest connection with enemy Gov- 
ernments or agents. The only charge 
against them was the mere expression | 
of opinion or the espousal of an unpoli- 
tical or industrial philosophy. Many of 
them are men of the highest character 
whose lives have been devoted to self- 
sacrificing efforts for the betterment of 
humanity. 

‘““Freedom of expression is funda- 
mental to the institutions of American 
liberty. Whatever may have been de- 
manded by the exigencies of war, hos- 
tilities in fact ceased three years ago, 
treaties with our recent enemies have 
been ratified and peace has been for- 
mally proclaimed by. you. There no 
longer exists the slightest justification 
for the continued incarceration of these 
men. 

‘‘Only in the United States are such 
political prisoners still confined. Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Belgium and 
Canada have released offenders of this

traditions and ideals demands that we 
follow the example of our recent allies. 
The continued imprisonment of these 
men is a grave reflection upon our cher- 
ished freedom of expression and a re- 
roach to our sense of justice, particu- 
arly since we long ago liberated active 
enemy agents®such as Von Rintelen and 
others, who bombed ships and committed 
crimes of the most serious nature. 


Would Avoid Discrimination. 


**Only an act of general amnesty can 
approximate justice in these cases. All 
of them are substantially the same. The 
policy of reviewing cases opens the way 
for discrimination, prejudice and the ex- 
ercise of personal judgment by subor- 
dinate officers of the Government, and 
for that reason is unsound and funda- 
mentally unjust. 

‘““We note a tendency to distinguish 
Eugene V. Debs among these cases be- 
cause of his prominence, his extraordi- 
mary character and the large following 
be has throughout the country. Exec- 
utive clemency to Mr. Debs without at 
the same time extending it to others 
convieted of similar, offenses would be 
as distasteful to him as it would be 
unfair .to the others.. Mr. Debs has re- 
peatedly made this clear. He wants no 
pardon that is not extended equally to 
others in the same position. 

“* Those who believe that a general 
amnesty is an act of simple justice long 
overdue have waited patiently through 
the successive stages of the actual ter- 
mination of hostilities, the passage of 
the Congressional resolution ending the 
war, the ratification of the peace trea- 
ties and your own formal proclamation 
of peace. We come to you confident 
that you will appreciate the fairness and 
wisdom of declaring an immediate gen- 
eral amnesty. 

“It is particularly appropriate that 
you grant amnesty at this time. The 
passion of war has passed. The nations 
of the world are gathered in conference 
in the hope of ending. war forever. These 
men in whose behalf we speak voiced in 
time of war sentiments which now are 
freely expressed. The truest traditions 
of our country call for their fmmediate 
release. We urge amnesty not only in 
behalf of these individuals, but in vin- 
dication of an everlasting principle.”’

Justice Stafford Orders Writ of 
“Mandamus Requiring Hoover 
to Issue License. 


ACTS UNDER OBSOLETE LAW 


Defect In Statute, 
Is Omission of a Grant of 


Decision Says, 


Discretionary Power.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The hands 

: of the United States Government, in s0 
far as the regulation of ‘radio communi- 
cation between the several States and 
foreign countries is concerned, were Tied 
today in the District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court by a decision by Justice 
Wendell P. Stafford to the effect that 
Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, 
will be directed by a writ of mandamus, 
to issue a radio license to the Intercity 
Radio Company of New York City to 
operate a high-powered station even 
though such operation will serve to put 
all other wirelcss stations, both Govern- 
ment and private owned, out of commis- 
sion while it is working. 

Among the wireless stations to be af- 
fected by the writ are the radio com- 
munication service of the United States 
Navy, the Division of the Air Service of 
the Post Office Department, the Coast 
Guard and Customs Service of the 
Treasury Department, the Radio Cor- 
poration of American, the Independent 
Wireless Telegraph Company—the John 
Wanamaker plant, THE New York 
Times radio station and the Cutting and 
Washington plant. All these stations 
have appeared as complainants against 
the Intercity Company on account of 
the interruption of their wireless ser- 
vice while the plant of the Intercity 
Company was working. 

Justice Stafford's decision is not an 
arbitrary one. It came about because, 
ws it is now agreed by both the Inter- 
city Company and the Department of 
Commerce, the act of Aug. 13, 1912, en- 
acted ‘when the radio was still in the ex- 
erimental stage, is an obsolete statute. 
The court interpreted the law as it now 
appears upon the books. The defect in 
the statute, according to the decision, 
is the omission by Congress to give the 
Seerctary of Commerce discretionary 
power to refuse a license under circum- 
stances such as are complained about by 
the Government and privately owned 
stations already mentioned. 


Luw’s First Interpretation. 


Judge William E. Lamb, solicitor for 
the department, who appeared on behalf 
of the Secretary, stated that this is the 
first time since the law was enacted that 
it has been subject to an interpretation 
by the courts. 

‘“* Of course, it has always been more 
or less of a puzzle,’’ he said. ‘‘ But as 
I understand things now—and I am nof 
criticising Justice Stafford—the hands of 


the Federal Government are tied. 

‘We are unable to control the situa- 
tion. Not only will the administration 
ef the Government be hindered, but skips 
at sea which may have occasion to send 
an S O S call must wait their turn if 
_the Intercity plant is working when a 
disaster occurs. 

‘* Then, too, the inconvenience to ships 
and ship owners, Government vessels of 
all sorts, the nuisance to privately 
owned plants over which the news of 
the day, urgent private messages of both

«length of the Intercity plant—well, you 
can see by what I have just said just 
what is to be put up with.” 

“I can say this, that the department 
has done everything in its power to pre- 
vent a contest in court. We have been 
patient. We have tried every known 
means to allow the intercity plant to 
keep working without interfering with 
everybody else within its range. We 
find that it is both physically and me- 
chanically impossible to devise or ar- 
range a wave length at which this plant 
ean operate without interfering with 
ethers. We experimented for several 
weeks. Even when this plant was in 
the experimental stage, in 1920, the de- 
partment was receiving complaints. 

“" What will be exceedingly interest- 
ing now will be an application from 
seme other person or concern for a 
license to operate in New York with a 
plant as powerful or more powerful than 
the one operated by the intercity com- 

any. 

‘Tf the intercity company should com- 
plain that they were being interfered 
with—what could we do? We could 
do nothing. You can readily see now 
how our hands are tied. If the plaintiff 
concern files a complaint with us, we 
would be compelled to tell them the 
game thing they have told us—‘we are 
required by law to issue the license.’ 
~ ** Tnless the Court of Appeals or the 
United States Supreme Court reverses 
Justice Stafford’s decision, all the de- 
partment can do is to wait patiently 
and see what develops. I have con- 
tended all along that Mr. Hoover had 
.authority at law to refuse the inter- 
-ecity company a license because of the 
*+smechanical and scientific difficulties in 
the way of a successful operation of 
all plants within its range.’’ 


Stress Hoover’s Omission. 


The fact that Secretary Hoover did 
not allege in his answer to the plaintiff 
,concern’s petition that it had violated 
any of the regulations contained in the 
‘Jaw caused the hearing to end sooner 


-than was expected. The intercity com- 
pany’s counsel, Messrs. Ellis, Ferguson 
and Colquitt, laid great stress on this 
, seeming omission. Counsel for the 

laintiff insistently contended that the 
‘Secretary had no authority at law to 
make regulations governing wireless 
traffic. Only such regulations as are 
contained in the law itself were legal, 
counsel declared, and the court upheld 
this contention. 

Furthermore, counsel for the plaintiff 

rgued, it was mandatory upon Mr. 
Saver to issue a license after they had 
“complied with all mechanical and statu- 
‘®ory requirements contained in the law. 

“'Mr. Hoover refused to do this, it ap- 
peared, and the court fight resulted. 

It was also declared that Mr. Hoover 
‘usurped the powers of Congress, and 
‘the attorneys submitted the committee 
reports of the House and Senate to 
“support their contentions. 

Whether the department will obey the 
writ of mandamus which will issue next 
Monday depends on the outcome of a 
conference between Secretary Hoover, 
Solicitor Lamb and the officials of the 
Department of Justice, which will have 
“for its subject the effect, as far as stay- 
ing the execution of the writ is con- 
cerned, that an appeal to the Appellate 
Court will have. 

Of course, Judge Lamb pointed out, 
the failure of either the Appellate or 
the United States Supreme Court to re- 
verse Justice Stafford will mean that 
the department hd, press Congress im- 
mediately for the\ needed amendments 
to the radio regulations,

STILL DEBATING THE REPORT | 


Hope Expressed of a Final Vote on|} 


Committee's Findings by Tuesday

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—When Sen- 
ator Truman H. Newberry of Michigan 
failed to appear before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Election to 
combat Henry Ford’s charges of fraud 
he thereby created a strong presump- 
tion that the charges were well founded, 
according to Senator Pomerene of Ohio, 
the ranking minority member of the 
committee that investigated the New- 








berry-Ford case. 

‘“‘It may be,“ said Senator Pomerene 
in the Senate today, ‘‘ that the majority | 
-of this body may be able to keep this 


man in his seat, but there will be a | 


reckoning hereafter before a tribunal 
that will rightfully decide.’’ 

Senator Pomerene again attacked the 
contention of the majority members of 
the committee that Senator Newberry’s | 
campaign was directed by his friends, | 
and that he, being in the navy at the | 
time, was not responsible for the man- |

“If. that committee,” exclaimed Sen- | 
ator Pomerene, ‘‘ was Mr. Newberry’s | 
committee, if he suggested it, or was/| 
consulted about it, and approved its; 
selection, as he did; if he kept in con- | 
stant touch with the work it was doing, | 
as he did; if he was supervising the 
work, as he was; if he was approving or 
disapproving of its activities, as he was, 
I fail to see how he or any other man 
can accept the result of its work with- 
out being legally and actually responsi- 
ble for the acts of that committee.

Mr. Daugherty, however, held that, 
while candidates for the House of Rép- 
resentatives could not be required un- 
der the Corrupt Practices act as inter- 
preted by the court to report in detail 
the financing of their primary cam- 
paigns, they were still required to file 
statements in connection with the elet- 
tions. = 

The Attorney General said the New- 
berry decision could be construeg as in- 
yaligating all of the provisions of the 
Corrupt Practices act relat: to nomi- 
nations for the office of Senator or 
Representative, whether by primaries, 
nominating conventions or by endorse- 
ment at special or general elections.

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THE HOUSE INSURRECTION. 


President HarpDING might as well 
talk about Zoroaster to the Repub- 
lican insurrectionaries of the House as 
to talk to them about the moral ob- 
ligation to reduce taxes. These men 
are intent only on punishing the rich. 
Their conception of moral obligation 
is that of the troglodyte. Their party 
promised to lift the tax burden from 
the backs of the ‘people. The people 
expected it; they demand it. But this 
insurgent group in the House and the 
corresponding bloc in the Senate have 
a fixed idea that the purpose of the 
tax laws is to punish the rich. 

The House insurgents showed it in- 
disputably when they rejected the ad- 
vice of the President given in his let- 
ter to Mr. ForpNey and voted to in- 
struct the House conferees to accept 
the Senate amendment fixing the 
maximum surtax at 50 per cent. in 
place of the 32 per cent. established 
in the House bill. The President ad- 
monished them and it has_ been 
made plain to them by innumerable 
other admonitions that high rates in 
the surtax schedules yield less than 
low rates, since men will pay rea- 
Bonable taxes, but when the exaction 
is too high will escape by taking 
refuge in tax-exempt securities. This 
is a fact that must be known to these 
insurgents, yet they voted to adopt the 
50 per cent. rate. This is proof that 
they were willing to deprive the Treas- 
ury of revenue in order to retain the 
Senate rate, and for that decision there 
could be no motive whatever save the 
desire to punish the rich. 

_Ex-Senator Berveripce of Indiana 
spoke upon the subject of labor, the 
railroads and taxation at the Chamber 
of Commerce dinner on Thursday 
évening. It was a long speech, but 
gne eminently sound and proper to 
be heard by persons whose economic 
education has been neglected. “It 
would be a salutary arrangement if 
that part of the speech relating to the 
fevision of tax laws could be put upon 
a phonograph record and all the insur- 
gents and the agricultural bloc men in 
both houses were compelled to sit and 
hear it ground out, endlessly, over and 
@ver again, say for a year and a day. 
It would store their minds with useful 
knowledge about the principles of tax- 
ation and might convert some of. them. 

‘Mr. BEVERIDGE said that in their 
treatment of tax law revision the Sen- 
ators and Representatives are playing 
the shell game of the politician seeking 
‘for votes. ‘He pointed out that when 
they think they are punishing the rich 
ithey are inflicting greater grief and 
heavier losses upon the poor. The ex- 
| Senator agrees with the President that 
jto seize upon the capital of the rich 
iby high surtaxes diverts to unproduc- 
‘tive use funds that in the hands of 
‘their owners would have quickened 
_business and given employment to 
‘multitudes of men now unemployed. 
'The swinish obstinacy of these legis- 
‘lators who resist the teachings of 
‘knowledge and experience, flout the 
;moral obligations of their party, and 
‘treat with insulting disregard the wise 
i;counsel of the President, would be 
‘astounding if we were not so familiar 
‘with the pefformances of economic 
‘iiteraey. The men of this insurgent 
| Sroup and of the agricultural bloc, it 
-must be pointed out again, come from 
those States where Populism, Gran- 
- gerism, Greenbackism and Bryanism

If agreed upon 
in its present form, the bill will give 
the industries and business of the 
country no relief worth talking about 
prior to the year 1923. This is the 
way the Republicans of the House and 
Senate observe their moral obliga- 


tions. 
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REPELLING A SLANDER. 


Mr. CHARLES M. ScHwas, at the 
dinner to Marshal Focu last night, 
spoke with indignation of the charge 
that makers of munitions of war are 
the secret instigators of hostilities, 
and are now furtively opposed to 
measures for limiting armaments. He 
is himself at the head of the largest 
company for manufacturing war ma- 
terials in the world. Yet he declared, 
with a sincerity which nobody who 
knows him will question, that if there 
could be universal disarmament and 
permanent peace, ‘‘ gladly would I 
‘* see the war-making machinery of 
‘“the Bethlehem Steel Corporation 
‘‘ sunk to the bottom of the ocean.” 

This was a splendid setting of a 
heavy American foot upon a slander 
too long whispered by the ignorant 
or the malicious. Mr.

burdens of war from the shoulders of 
humanity. The fine thing is that 
nobody can doubt or challenge his own 
red-bloodedness.

THE CALL TO DISARM. 


It is touching to see the ivy tendrils 
of romance already weaving a legend 
about the armament’ conference. 
Especially grateful is the picture of the 
yacht Mayflower laid up for the night

cove ’’ of the Potomac while President 
Harvina ‘‘ formulated ’’ the call which 
was forthwith ‘‘ buzzed off ’’ by wire- 
less to Secretary HuGHEs. If it were 
only the usual case of robbing Peter to 
pay Paul, it might safely be treated as 
a part of the endless controversy of 
the romanticists and realists of his- 
tory. But here we have an instance 
of ‘robbing Peter to pay Peter—and to 
make him a rather miserly return. 

The proposal to reduce armaments 
figured in Senator HarpIna’s Presi- 
dential campaigh. That this should 
be ‘‘ so soon forgot '’ is perhaps not 
strange; even more than. candidates, 
the public is prone to forget campaign 
promises. But what shall be said of 
the following statement, made in the 
epening paragraphs of the~Inaugural 
Address of last March? 

We are ready to associate ourselves 
with the nations of the world, great 
and small, for conference, for counsel, 
to seek the expressed views of world 
opinion, to recommend a way to ap- 
proximate disarmament and relieve 
the crushing burden of military and 
naval establishments. * * * We 
want to do our part in making offen- 
sive warfare so hateful that Govern- 
ments, and peoples who resort to it 
must prove the righteousness of their 
cause or stand outlawed before the 
bar of civilization. 

Even at the time of the inaugura- 
tion it was stated in high Administra- 
tion circles that, if possible, the con- 
ference would take place in Washing- 
ton. % was foreseen that the pres- 
ence in the capital of statesmen from 
so many nations would impress the 
people with the magnitude of the issue 
and dispose them to undertake what 
has since been called ‘‘ de facto co-op- 
eration.’’

The President Emei..us of Harvard 
University, Dr.. CHARLES W. ELIOT, 
told the young gentlemen of the Bos- 
ton Law School on Thursday that the 
!American people are “facing no 
‘‘ preater danger than the decline of 
“the legal profession.” If its talents 
and integrity are declining, the dan- 
ger is real. A country whose lawyers 
think more of their fees: than of the 
jealous mistress they are supposed to 
serve is on the down grade. Dr. ELiorT 
assails the profession because ‘it is 
sordid. He would admit, of course, 
that there are honorable and conscien- 
tious men at the bar, but he seems 
to think that they are exceptional. 
‘To regard the law as a means of

‘‘ gerous,” he says, adding: 
confess there are many bad exam- 
‘* ples of this among lawyers in large 
‘** cities.” 

DANIEL WEBSTER once spent a great 
deal of time upon the case of a poor 
client—a question of title to property 
was involved—and in his zeal to make 
his point he bought law books. He 
won the case and was considerate to 
his impecunious client; but later, 
when he made much the same argu- 
tent for a corporation, he.reimbursed 
himself handsomely. The lawyers, 
like the surgeons, do a good deal of 
work, first and last, for small returns, 
but they have an eye for rich clients. 
It does not follow that all the_suc- 
cessful practitioners are despoilers. 
Certainly there are many lawyers 
whose graduated charges are fair and 
uniform. 

If large fees prove that the pro- 
fession is deteriorating, it has been 
going down hill morally on both sides 
of the Atlantic for a long time. If the 
lives of the great men at the Englisf. 
bar in the last century are read, it will 
be found that they rose on liberal fees 
to the woolsack or the House of Lords. 
‘They charged more as they ascended, 
for the business committed to them 
grew in importance. One of the most 
prosperous advocates in England after 
the American Civil War was JUDAH P. 
BENJAMIN, Who as one of JEFFERSON 
TIoavis’s Cabinet officers had been 
called ‘‘ the brains of the Confed- 
eracy.” BENJAMIN was a great law- 
yer and an accomplished author of 
iaw books that are still authorities. 

It is doubtful if the leaders of the 
English bar today earn more than 
BENJAMIN did. Lawyers’ incomes in 
America are large when derived from 
corporation business, but vast inter- 
-ests are often at stake in the litiga- 
tion for which they are retained. In 
other fields fees and charges are not 
often excessive. Doubtless there are 
men in the profession who prey upon 
their clients, but what profession or 
business is free from the rapacious? 
It is a question of character after all. 
Most of the men at the bar are grad- 
uates of law schools, and there never 
was a time when the Faculties were 
better equipped not only to teach the 
principles of law, but to foster pride in 
a great profession.

The second of these statements awak- 
ens some doubt—which doesn’t prove it 
untrue, of course—but the first is in ac- 
ecrd with such observation as could be 
made in this country and with most or 
all of the literature on the subject that 
has come to the notice of unprofessional 
folk. The novelists and story-writers, 
too, seem to have selected their shell- 
shocked subjects, not from those who 
had obvious wounds, but from men

lators get hold of them.

MRS. HENRY FITCH TAYLOR.

In the death of Clara Potter Taylor 
American art has sustained a loss and 
American artists must mourn a friend. 

Mrs. Taylor was devoted to art with 
a singleness of heart that is unusual. 
She loved the. essential breath of life— 
that breath without which art does not 
exist, without which things are only 
paint or stone. And this love of art she 
made a force, turning her energy, her 
flaming enthusiasm, into hetping paint- 
ers. 

Mrs. Davidge, as she was at that time, 
started the Madison Gallery at 305 Mad- 
ison Avenue with very little backing, but 
full of faith. She ran this gallery for 
several years and enabled men to show 
their pictures who had difficulty in get- 
ting their work before the public. She 
showed pictures of many different ten- 
dencies: what she asked was a personal 
attitude in the work and that the man 
himself be driven by a sincere purpose. 
She made a reputation for the gallery 
and helped the reputation of every one 
who showed there. She had the fortune 
to have the co-operation of Mr. Henry 
Fitch Taylor, the gentleman whom she 
afterward married. 

It was in this gallery that the first 
meeting of the American Painters and 
Sculptors was held, that meeting where 
liberal artists of varying efforts but of 
one hope for live art gathered. Mrs. 
Taylor was in entire sympathy with this 
movement and helped it in every way. 
From this meeting grew the exhibition 
at the Sixty-ninth Regiment Armory in 
1913—the first exhibition of modern art 
held in this country, the effects of which 
were far reaching. 

Clara Potter Taylor's vitality, her 
splendid optimism, are gone, but the 
work she did is bearing fruit today, and 


we who among others benefited by her 
generosity and her affection cannot let 
her pass without a public recognition of 
our deep respect.

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ACADEMY PRIZE WINNERS. 


Altman Award of $1,000 to E. Blu- 
menschein for His “Superstition.” 


The Winter Academy opens today, full 
of years and honor. Full of art as well. 
The catalogue numbers run up to 453. 
and the hanging committee at ieast has 
achieved the look of a remarkably 
handsome tapestry with a closely cover- 
ing design. But of course no pictures 
can be seen as they should be with so 
little space about them. The race is to 
the salient. 

Most cf the prizes of the National 
Academy of Design are tak2n by works 
that meet you half way. The first Alt- 
man prize of $1,000, which -sambled 
about with false starts until it reached 
Ernest’ Blumenschein, is given to a 
richly patterned Indian subject from the 
now famous region of Taos. The colors 
are not high in key, but the color scheme 
carries far, and the detached objects 
that give the composition its title. 
“Superstition,” are like bits of raised 
embroidery on a patchwork. The Indian 
figure in the centre of the composition 


is strongly characterized without emerg- 
ing from the flat plane of the back- 
ground. It is a good painting and not 
the worse for suggesting adaptability to 
a fabric design. 

The second Altman prize of $500 goes 
to a picture that suggests nothing of 
the kind, and in spite of the prettiness 
of the young woman painted by Arthur 
Spear as lifting the sun easily out of 
the water to make morning, one rather 
wishes for a more useful design. Per- 
haps We are entering upon a period of 
distaste for what is delightfully pretty 
and not much besides. Thereis a saving 
grace of humor in the Spear picture, 
however, embodied in the fish that 
watch with open mouths the perform- 
ance of their human associates. 

Charles S. Chapman takes the Car- 
negie prize with a forest picture. 
characteristic in its color and glazes. 
It is, indeed, so thoroughly characteris- 
tic that a habitual visitor to the gal- 
leries may be haunted by a sense of 
having seen it before, just that compo- 
sition in just that place. The title is 
“The Forest Primeval,’”’ and a genera- 
tion ago the artist probably would have 
had inscribed upon the frame Wongfel- 
low’s lines about it—a charming cus- 
tom now despised. 

The Julla A. Shaw Memorial Prize 
goes to Dorothy Ochtman for her paint- 
ing ‘“‘ The T’ang Jar,” which 1s a care- 
ful piece of work but misses the beauty 
of age that is so large a part of the 
beauty of T’ang. The Thomas HR. Proc 
tor prize for the best portrait is jubi- 
lantly won by Ernest L. Ipsen’s portrait 
of John Lane, notable for the radiance 
of the rosy flesh-tones that suggest, 
nevertheless, so firm and solid a sub- 
stance, that avoid so successfully the 
stained-glass effect commonly associated 
with radiant flesh-tones, and notable 
for the way in which the painter has let 
this beautiful rosy head with its sleepy 
quizzical blue eyes emerge from the 
darkness of a simple background, with 
neither the sharpness of silhouette nor 
the muzziness of indefinite contours.

Burroughs and Roosevelt. 


The friendship between Burroughs and 
Roosevelt was dwelt on by several of 
the speakers in their tributes to the 
famous essayist on nature, and the 


horror of both Roosevelt and Burroughs 
at ‘‘ nature-faking ’’ served to lighten 
the addresses of Hamlin Garland and 
Professor Bliss Perry, of Harvard, who, 
with Henry Fairfield Osborn and John 
H. Finley praised Burroughs as a man 
and writer. 

The achievement of Burroughs as a 
man of letters was recognized in 1905, 
when he was one of the first men elect» 
ed to the Academy, Professor kerry 
said. 

‘“‘If he watched birds somewhat less 
as he grew older, he thought more cone 
stantly about geology and astronomy 
biology and physics, and the origin and 
destiny of man,”’ Professor Perry said. 

Burroughs’s friendship for Henry Ford 
was suggested by Mr. Garland’s story 
of the naturalist’s adventures with @ 
‘* flivver,’’ related one day when he 
called on Garland at the wheel of @ 
Ford. 

‘‘T saw Burroughs, presenting, as my 
children said, the picture of an up-to- 
date Santa’ Claus, manoeuvring a Ford 
car into a position of repose upon my 
hill-side,’’ he said. ‘‘ Pink and smiling, 
he brought the machine to a stop before 
my door with frank enjoyment of my 
amazement. He seemed perfectly at 
ease. 

“ Flivver.” 

‘He was not a man of humor, but he 
achieved it in telling me of his struggles 
with his ‘flivver.’ ‘It had me in the 
ditch once, and once I ran through the 
barn, but I’ve mastered it now.’ When If 
said, ‘I am thinking of buying a light 
car myself,’ he said, ‘ The lighter the 
better. It hurts less when it falls on 
top of you.’ . : 

“«T feel like a personage when I’m 
with Bosevelt,’ he remarked once after 
his trip into the Yellowstone. ‘it's nke 
living at the center of some kind of na- 
tional disturbance, and yet Roosevelt 
himself is rfeVer hurried or worried. He 
always has time to talk of birds and ani- 


mals.”’

Must Not Be Included as Part of 
48 Hours in Which Road Is 
Responsible for Shipment.

Appellate Division Decides ‘it Is 
a Law of Nature That One Day. 
in:Seven Must Be Observed.”

Sunday was declared to be a sane- 
tified holiday’ by the Appellate Divi- 
sion of the Supreme Court. yesterday, 
and for. that reason the Court decided 
the day was not to be counted on a 
bill of lading issued by the Lacka- 
wanna Railroad covering a shipment of 
malt which was destroyed by fire. The 
inalt was owned by the Cereal Products 
Company, which sued for $4,070 dam- 
ages. Under the bill of lading the car- 
vier is responsible for dapage to goods 
fer 48 hours after their arrival, ex- 
clusive. of holidays. The malt was re- 
ceived at Weehawken and put on a 
lighter. on Friday afternoon, and on 
Monday afternoon, three- days later, it 
was destroyed by fire before the plain- 
tiff had tried to remove it. The plain- 
tiff sued, contending that Sunday was 
not included in the 48 hours allowed. 

Justice Laughlin, writing the decision, 
upheld the plaintiff and said: _ 

**The Legislature of this State left 
the status of Sunday a sanctified holi- 
day as it existed in common law. The 
framers of the Constitution found it 
(Sunday as a_ holiday) in existence. 
They recognized it in their acts, and 
they did not abolish it or lessen the 
Obligations of the people to observe it. 
It is a law of nature that one day in 
seven must be observed as a day of 
relaxation and refreshment, if not pub- 
lic worship. Experience has shown that 
the observance of one day in seven as 
a day of rest is of admirable service to 
a State, considered merely as a civil 
institution. The purpose in excluding 
legal holidays applies with greater force 
to Sundays than other holidays, for 
ordinarily such work may be done on 
a statutory holiday, but may not be 
done on Sunday.’’ 

The case went before the court as an 
agreed state of facts and the court in 
holding that Sunday was to be excluded, 
gave the plaintiff judgment for the full 
amount sued for.

| Writes Widow .Who Has Built Me- 


morial Theatre in Cincinnati.

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VARIED WORK HOURS 
TO END TRAFFIC JAM 


Commission Would Classify All 
Industries and Transport 
Employes in Relays. 


SEE $200,000,000 SAVED 


Redistribution of Travel Would Be 
Equal to Increasing Carrying 
Capacity 60 Per Cent. 


The ‘Transit Commission announced 
yesterday that efforts would begin im- 
mediately to induce large employers of 
labor to change the daily hours of be- 
ginning and ending work to relieve the 
congestion of rush hour traffic on the 
| rapid transit lines. A report by Daniel 

lL. Turner, the commission’s consulting 
engineer, with figures showing the in- 
crease in traffic during the last year, 
was made public, together with dia- 
[tre ve illustrating the flow of traffic to 


the peak and the ebb to normal. 

According to Mr. Turner's illustra- 
; tions and tables of figures, the peak of 
travel is reached in the morning from’ 
§:30 to 9 o’clock and the peak of home- 
ward travel in the evening continues 
| trom 6 to 6:30 o'clock. But the conges- 
tion continues for two hours, Mr. Turner 
says, and the decline from the thirty 
minutes of peak travel in the two-hour 
period is so slight as to result in small 
relief to the harassed passengers. 

In 1918 Oscar S. Straus, then Chair- 
man of the Public Service Commission, 
sought in vain to induce employers to 
vary hours of beginning and ending 
work so that the employes in each es- 
tablishment would arrive and leave be- 
tween half-hour intervals and not all at 

But the Transit Commission intends 
to classify the various industries so 
that all of one calling will begin and 
quit work at the same hour and that the 
variation in the hours will be distributed 
| in classes. The commission also will 
see if the various theatrical managers 
will not consent to advance the matinee 
hours so that the thirty-odd thousands 
of theatre-goers will not glut the traf- 
fic in the rush periods. Figures pre- 
pared by the [nterborough Rapid Tran- 
sit Company early in the year disclosed 
that the ticket sales at the Times Square 
station between 4 and 7 P. M. aggre- 
gated 23,320 on one day and 27,040 on 
another day. At the Fiftieth Street 


station the sales on the two days be- 
tween the’same hours aggregated 15,000. 


Are Looking Five Years Ahead. 


The main point in the new effort to be 
made by’ the commission to distribute 
traffic is that at the end of a five-year 
period, when new lines are to be got 
ready for operation, the traffic will not 

e greater during certain intervals than 
it is now, when presumably all persons 
who have to ride can find standing 
room at least. 

Summarizing the need of facilities suf- 
ficient to increase the capacity 6@ per 
cent., Mr. Turner says: 

“Contracts covering all of the city- 
owned rapid transit lines in operation 
have cost the city and companies to- 
gether to produce to date approximately 
*454,000,000. Sixty per cent. of this is 
$272. 000,000. A large portion of these 
facilities were constructed undér pre- 
war prices. To reproduce them now 
would probably cost at least $500,000,000. 
Therefore, spreading the traffic peak 
evenly over the two hours, morning and 
night, would in this sense increase the 
capacity of the existing facilities as 
much as new facilities costing perhaps 
from $200,000,000 to $300,000, would 
represent.”’ 

But Mr. Turner says that a 40 per 
cent. increase in capacity would be suf- 
ficient to meet a five-year traffic in- 
crease. This increase, he says, judging 
from past growths, will be from 7 to 10 
per cent. annually and that some way 
must be found to take care of it. 


Would Carry 136,000 More. 


*“‘In the case of the Interborough, for 
instance,”’ he says, ‘‘a 40 per cent. in- 
crease would mean, for the two-hour 
maximum, 476,000 instead of 340,000. If 
seats were provided during the two-hour 
period at the same rate as at present 
during the half-hour maximum, or at 
the rate of 93,200 per hour, this would 
give an average load of 255 per cent. 
That is, the company could carry 40 
per cent. more passengers than at pres- 
ent with less overload than during the 
present maximum periods. 

‘‘ Since a transit line will develop dur- 
ing the twenty-four hours of the day an 


amount of traffic proportional to its 
capacity at the peak traffic, an increase 
of 40 per cent. during the two-hour peak 
would be accompanied by a correspond- 
ing increase during the remainder of the 
day, so that the maximum daily capa- 
city on the basis of present carrying 
would be 2,800,000 instead of 2,000,000.’’ 

George McAneny, Chairman of the 
Transit Commission, sald that the larg- 
est employers of labor would be ap- 
proached first by letter to obtain their 
views on the subject. Then would come 
public hearings, to be preceded or fol- 
lowed bv conferences. It is likely that 
Samuel Gompers’ and lesser leaders of 
jabor will be asked to co-operate with 
the commission to the length of having 
union hours stipulated at various peri- 
ods within the two-hour limit. 

Mr. Turner’s figures in his report are 
based on counts made during the rush 
hours at the Times Square station on 
the west side and at the Grand Central 
stations of the Lexington Avenue and 
Queensborough subways on the east 
side. These are the heaviest points of 
traffic in the city. 

Mr. Turner states that traffic on all 
of the transportaion lines in the city 
has nearly doubled in fifteen years and 
that the present traffic has reached the 
enormous daily figure of 6,500,000. 


MAYOR TELLS O’BRIEN 
TO FIGHT TRANSIT PLAN 


Says Election Showed Sentiment 
Against Consolidation — Hits 
Three City Organizations. 


Mayor Hylan wrote to Corporation 
Counsel John FP. O’Brien yesterday 
directing him to use every means in his 
power ta_prevent the Transit Commis- 
sion from completing its plan for the 
consolidation of the traction lines. The 
letter begins by calling attention to the 
‘‘ overwhelming sentiment expressed by 
the people of this city on Election Day 


against the traction program,’’ and 
warning Mr. O’Brien that the hearings 
before the commission are for the pur- 
pose of ‘‘ putting over its plan to benefit 
the traction interests at the public. ex- 
pense.”’

SYNTHETIC DRUGS 
HERE FROM GERMANY 


America Flooded With Habit- 
Forming Narcotics, Says 
Dr. Carleton Simon. 


WARTIME INVENTION 


Increased Penalties for Smuggling 
Advocated for ‘“‘Construct- 


Ive Treason.” 


Synthetic cocaine, heroin and other 
habit-forming drugs, manufactured in 
Germany, are being smuggled into the 
United States in large quantities, and 
the smuggling has become so serious 
that the United States Government has 
put 150 more agents in this district, Dr. 
Carleton Simon, Special Deputy Police 
Commissioner in charge of the Narcotic 
Division, told seventy-five members of 


the: Brooklyn Medical Society at a meet- 
ing last night in the trial room at 
Police Headquarters. The society met 
there instead of its usual place, at 1,030 
Gates Avenue, so that Dr. Simon might 
by exhibits demonstrate what had been 
accomplished by his division. 

Dr. Simon said he had received in- 
formation that Germans were manufac- 
turing by synthetic processes certainly 
cocaine, and probably heroin, novocain, 
aminol, pyranadon, veronal, sulfonal 
and eucain, and were smuggling them 
into this country, frequently by the way 
of South America. e said the great 
vrofit in the sale of smuggled drugs 
made this possible. , 

Germany, he said, developed this syn- 

thetic method of manufacture during 
the war, when cut off by the blockade 
from the supply of leaves and vege- 
table extracts from which these drugs 
are usually derived. He advocated leg- 
islation by Congress to provide in- 
creased penalties for drug smuggling 
and said it should be considered con- 
structive treason. 
_ Dr. Simon said that, despite the popu 
lar opinion, very few cases of drug 
addiction according to his experienc 
were caused by physicians’ prescrip- 
tions, and that it was the exception for 
either a physician or a druggist to vio- 
late the drug law. ‘‘I am proud to 
say,’’ he continued, “‘ that not a physi- 
cian or a druggist was among the 2,910 
persons arrested in connection with the 
drug traffic since I have been in charge 
of the Narcotic Division.” 


CHARGES FILTH IN DRUGS. 


Dr. Hubbard, Government Chemist, 
Also Attacks Quack Advertising. 


Many drug preparations are not only 
*‘ produced under filthy conditions, but 
contain filthy material,’’ said Dr. W, S. 
Hubbard, Associate Chemist of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, who spoke 
yesterday before members of the Food 
and Drug Section of the American Pub- 


lic Health Association, which closed its 
semi-centennial meeting in the Hotel As- 
tor in the afternoon. Dr. Hubbard fur- 
ther asserted that advertising laws were 
needed in every State in the Union to 
prevent false and fraudulent claims from 
being made through thae newspapers by 
the manufacturers of such drugs. 

‘“* Many of the States, and most of the 
cities, lack adequate drug laws,’’ he 
said. ‘* The enforcement, where there 
is a law, is frequently lacking, due to 
inability to obtain properly trained men. 
The Bureau of Chemistry offers co- 
operation to the extent of indicating the 
kind of analysis and the training of 
men. 

‘* Every city and State should control 
all pharmaceutical preparations and 
patent medicines, and they can obtain 
help from the Bureau of Chemistry 
in their analysis and interpretation of 
results.’’ . 

Dr. Harold J. Knapp, City Chemist of 
Cleveland, Ohio, also suggested that the 
Federal laws fell short in their ‘ failure 
to exercise control over advertising and 
intrastate commerce in drugs.”’ \ 

The public was warned against ex- 
travagent claims advanced on behalf of 
vitamines by Dr. William H. Lipman of 
Chicago, who used the paraphrase: 
“*Vitamine,’ what crimes are com- 
mitted in thy name,’’ and continued: 

‘*The patent medicine man and the 
cure-all manufacturer were not slow in 
taking advantage of the vitamine theory 
and the great publicity it has received 
during the past few years. The public 
has been literally flooded with prepara- 
tions in the shape of foods, drugs and 
confections that are supposed to be 
chockful of vitamines and will cure 
almost any human ill, as well as pre- 
resve youth and enhance beauty.’’

MARBLE MEN PLEAD 
GUILTY, ASK ME 


Counsel Abruptly Halts Trial, 
Admitting Violation of Anti- 
Trust Law. 


Counsel for members of the Marble 
Industry Employers’ Association, 185 
Madison Avenue, comprising thirty-four 
individuals and twenty-five corporations 
on trial before Justice McAvoy, in the 
Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court, 
yesterday, charged with violating the 
Donnelly Anti-Trust law, stopped the 
prosecution and sought the mercy- of 
the Court by submitting a general plea 
of guilty. Bail of $2,000 in each case 


was continued pending sentence on 
Nov. 28. 


It was said the statutes provide maxi- 
mum individual penalties of one year 
in prison and-a fine of $300, while a 
corporation may be fined $20,000. Some 
of the defendants are expected to get 
lighter sentences than others, according 
to the degree of their activities in the 
illegal combine. This conclusion was 
based on the Court’s notification to 
counsel for the submission of a com- 
piete statement of each defendant's ac- 


tivities in the formation and conduct 
of the trust. 


A hearing concerning the participation 
by individuals and corporations in the 
combination will precede the sentence, 
so that sentences may be adjusted to fit 


the particuiar offense of > res Tt: 
defendants. spas chars 

The trial was abruptly halted after the 
vrosecution by William A. De Ford, 4 
Deputy Attorney General, was closed. 
The State contended that the -charges 
had been proved. This view was ap- 
parently admitted by the defense, for the. 
Tieas of not guilty were soon changed, 
without an attempt to defend against 
the complaining testimony. The final 
witness questioned by De Ford was the 
Secretary of the association, William K. 
Fertig, 

The charges and evidence in these 
cases were brought out in the investi- 
gation or the building trades and ma- 
terial dealers by the Lockwood commit- 
tce. The defendants were charged with 
banding together on Sept. 8 1920, to 
restrain trade in this industry, to fix 
prices, and to control the attitude of 
members by means of threatened fine, 
suspentsion or expulsion. 

One or two individuals and corpora- 
tions that were indicted but not in- 
volved in this trial remain to be dis- 
posed of. One is said to be a corpora- 
tion that was dissolved before the in- 
ddiictments were returned.

NEW YORK CENTRAL 
WINS SUIT BY CITY 


Appellate Division Affirms Jus- 
tice Donnelly’s Decision Up- 
holding Right to Riverside Land. 


CITY PERMITTED OCCUPANCY 


Failed for 70 Years to Make Ititeyal- 
ity Claim—Road Pald- for Way 
Which Was Taxed. 


The New York Central Rattroad Com- 
pany won an tmportant victory yester- 
day in the enit by the present city gov- 
ernment to oust the railroad from the 
strip of land sixty-six feet wide, from 
Seventy-second Street to Spuyten Duyvil 


Creek, now used as part of the rafiroad’s | 
system in Manhattan, when the Appel- 


late Division affairmed the dectsion of 
Supreme Court Justice Donnelty dismis- 
sing the complaint by the city to eject 
the railroad. 

The sult was one of several brought in 
recent years -having for their yeneral 
purpose the reciaiming for the city of 
the right of way along Riversida Drive, 
but it was based on whet the city offi- 
cials contended were better legal 
grounds than any Bg oi dl pleaded, 
The chief contenti by the city was 
that the railroad had been using lands 
belonging to the city for which it had 
never obtained title and for that reason 
its occupancy constituted a trespass. 
a Smith, who write the opinion, 
salad: 

‘““The rights of the rallroad company 
do not exist under any general law 
which requires _a franchise fram the 
municipality. The franchise was given 
by the State itself, eet only to the 
approval of the municipal authorities, 
which approval has been given. This 
franchise, while giving the right to con-

struct the road, would not give the right 
to take private property without. com- 
pensation, and I will ass for argu- 
ment, that the land owned by the city 
which was not used for public purposes 
was the-private property of the city ft 
which compensation might have been re- 
q oF 


Justice Smith said that a large part of 
the land over which the right of way 
extends was upon the tideway of the 
Hudson River. He points out that the 
defense is, first, that its occupancy was 
‘“open and notorious and consented to 
by the city a&thorities, upon which con- 
sent the defendant ‘has spent large 
amounts of money, so.that it would be 
inequitable to allow the plaintiff now 
to oust the defendant therefrom; and 
secondly, on the ground that this land 
has been so occupied adversuly to the 
plaintiff's claim as to give title to the 
defendant,’ Justice Smith said: 

“Tn 1846, when this railroad was laid 

out, this tideway was considered of little 
value. The eagerness of the city of New 
York to retain its supremacy as the 
commercial centre of the country far 
overshadowed any claim that it mfght 
have for compensation from tha railroad 
for the right of way thus appropriated. 
No claim was ever e for very many 
years ther er of any fllegality in this 
occupancy by the railroad company. ) 
raflroad ge me f condemned the rights 
of all the upla owners for this seven 
end a half miles and paid full compen- 
| sation therefor upon the face of this ac- 
| quiescence by the city in its occupancy 
| of this right of way. 
‘‘Garge amounts have been expends 
|{n construction and equipment. Large 
\fretght depots have been constructed be- 
low the point in question which ¢an 
ionly be reached over this right of way, 
land to take from. the defendant this 
right of way at this time not only would 
be a severe blow to the road itself, but 
jwould be a severe blow to the city in 
| the crippling of commerce passing over 
ithis right of way which has now grown 
to an enormous volume.” 

Justice Smith points out that the rafl- 

road’s use of the land has remained un- 
questioned for saventy years, during 
which time the city has taxed the rali- 
road on the property as part of the 
right of way and has collected y 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. Jus- 
tice Smith says: 
‘““'To make the claim at this time, after 
; the phenomenal development of this city,

SHOP CRAFT RULES 
EXPECTED BY DEG. 4 


Railroad Labor Board An- 
nounces “ Satisfactory Prog- 
ress‘in the Past Week.” 


|\WILL AFFECT 500,000 MEN 


Issuance Will Pave Way for Re- 
questa for Revision of the 
Wage Schedules. 


CHICAGO, Noy. 18 (Associated Press), 
—The Railroad Labor Board announced 
tonight that new working rules for the 
six shop crafts will probably be com- 
pieted and issued in time to become ef- 
fective Dec. I. Issuance of the rules, 
uncer & recent decision of the board, 
paves the way for consideration of re- 

, quests which may be filed by the roads 
for revision of the shop ¢raft Wwaze 
schedules. 

The new shop craft rules will affect 
approximately 600,000 men on all Class 
1 railroads In the country. Only ninety- 
four railroads are directly concerned in 
the present case, the others not having 
their submissions In proper shape when 
the vcas6 Was taker up, but board mem- 
bers anticipate t all the Class 1 rail- 
roadg will probably ca out the de- 
cision without further hearings. The 
board’s statement issued tonight said: 

** Such a et progress during 
the last week has been made in the 
consideration of rufes and working con- 
ditions for the six shop crafts that 
it is altogether probable that these rules 
will be completed, and will become ‘ef- 
fective Dec. 1." 

Board members said tonight that the 
new rules have been practically com- 
pleted in less than five months, while 

‘the national agreement, which they 


supersede, required the attention of rail- 
way, vernment and labor representa- 
tives and experts for seven months be- 
fore it was completed. 

The Labor Board’s work on the rules 
was interrupted by the threatened rail- 
road strike, which was averted Oct. 27. 
A few days previously the board had 
announced that no further wage re- 
ductions for any class of employes would 
be considered by the board until work- 
ing rules and agreements in dispute for 
that class of employes had been passed 


on, 

The board, it was indicated tonight 
will next take for consideration the 
rules and werking conditions for the 
maintenance of way employes. There 
are a large number of disputed ques- 

| Sone regarding these rules already be- 
| fore the board, and statisticians have 
| mrenared most of the cases for presenta- 
| tion, 

he national agreement, which’ the 
new rules will displac was first 
brought before the Railroad Administra- 
tion, i January, 1919. It was submitio! 
to a committee of twenty-eight ear 
fourteen representing the employes and 
fourteen, the roads. is committees con- 
sidered the rules for four months, after 
which the findings were reviewed by the 
National Board on Railway Wages and 
Working Conditions. C) Relvey, Ad- 
ministration then passed on the rules. 

Steps for revision the nationa: 
agreements hefore the Labor Board were 
taken April 16, 1920, after the railroads 
and their employes had finished pre- 
liminary negotiations both as to wages 
and rules and working condittons with- 
out reaching any agreement. The board 
hastened the decision by ordering fur- 
ther conferences between employes and 
the roads on rules and working ‘condi- 
tions. The results were reported back 
to the board, which in July began the 
work of formulating new rules,

Street Commissioner Asks Pros- 
ecutor Either to Indict Him 
or His Accusers. 


CALLS THE MAYOR UNFAIR 


Says He Has Been Influenced 


by Dumping Contractors— 
Taylor Temporary Successor. 


LEO’S EMPLOYES CELEBRATE 


Pol.tics Versus Efficiency Seen as 
Cause of Friction That Leads 
to Resignation. 


John P. Leo resigned yesterday as 
Street Cleaning Commissioner, a posi- 
tion he had held since Jan. 5 last. 

Mr. Leo in a letter to the Mayor inti- 
mated that the enmity of contractors, 
whose monopoly of furnishing scows for 
the dumping of refuse he said he had 
destroyed, had brought about a with- 
drawal of the Mayor's support, and 
that this, coupled with the investigation 
of his department by David Hirshfield, 
Commissioner of Accounts, without an 
opportunity of an explanation to the 
Mayor, had led him to resign. 

The resignation, however, seemed to 
have been the culmination of a series 
of difficulties which Mr. Leo had en- 
countered in his efforts to make the de- 
partment more efficient, including fric- 
tion with contractors with political in- 
fluence, friction with organized labor 
over the effort to unionize the depart- 
ment’s employes, and friction with the 
Brooklyn Democratic organization over 
his suspension of Michael Laura, Dep- 
tity Commissioner and Democratic can- 
didate for Sheriff of Kings County, on 
the eve of election. 

Mr. Leo in his letter to the Mayor 
said he had reduced the price for scows 
from $14 to S7 a day, to the financial 


detriment of a contracting firm, which 
he subsequently identified as O’Brien 
Brothers, which he said formerly fur- 
nished fifty-four out of the fifty-eight 
scows in use. After his resignation 
had been accepted, Mr. Leo said Joseph 
P. O'Brien of this firm was a friend of 
the Mayor, had frequently been his 
host and was with him at Atlantic City 
last Sunday. 


Leo Biamed for Laura’s Defeat. 


Mr. Laura was the only Democrat on 
the Kings County ticket defeated, and | 
his -.friends were said to have blame 
Mr. Leo. The Central Trades and La- 
bor Council was also hostile to Mr. Leo 


because of his refusal to reinstate sev- 
eral .hundred employes he discharged 
at the time of the attempted strike 
last Winter. About 150 of these men, 
it was said, recently got back their 
jobs. 

Mr. Hirshfield said the real reason 
Mr, Leo resigned was because he did 
not want an ‘“‘ honest investigation ”’ of 
his department. He said Mr. Leo be- 
came angry when he learned that his 
purchase of two Eastman garbage dump- 
ers for $25,000 each was being investi- 
gated. Mr. Hirshfield said the dump- 
ers were twenty years old and were not 
worth $10.000 each. 

In his letter to the Mayor Mr. Leo 
charged that certain interests were seek- 
fing to question his honesty, and said 
he had instructed his personal attorney 
to request the District Attorney to ob- 
tain either his own indictment for offi- 
cial misconduct or to bring indictments 
for criminal libel against his traducers. 

Mr. Leo has maintained strict dis- 
cipline in his office, and when the news 
of his resignation became known there 
was a celebration by the employes. 
Clerks, telephone operators, stenogra- 
phers, assistant foremen and other em- 
ployes tore scratch paper into bits to 
simulate confetti and marched through 
the offices cf the department singing 
and cheering. 


Taylor Named to Succeed Him. 


Mr. Leo’s letter of resignation was 
preceded by one from the Mayor direct 
ing him to permit an examination of 
the records and employes of the depart- 
mént by the Commissioner of Accounts. 


In accepting the resignation, the Mayor 
said that whatever Mr. Leo had done 
for the city’s interest as-Street Clean- 
ing Commissioner was appreciated but 
that it would be a bad precedent to 
permit the head of a department to re- 
fuse consent to an investigation. The 
Mayor appointed A. A. Taylor, General 
Superintendent of the Department, Act- 
ing Commissioner. 

Mr. Leo’s letter to the Mayor follows: 
‘“My Dear Mr. Mayor: 

‘“‘TIt is with sincere regret that I feel 
called upon to send you this communi- 
cation. 

‘I was informed yesterday afternoon 
that some blackguard had made a state- 
ment to you, which, if true, would indi- 
cate that in hiring scows for service in 
this department I had ignored the city’s 
interest for the advantage of the lessor 
of-the scows; further that without being 
given a chance by you to make any 
statement in re to the matter, you 
had sent the memorandum to the Com- 
missioner of Accounts with directions to 
investigate, which results in placing me 
{in a very humiliating position, in that 
apparently I am an object of suspicion, 
not alone before the undeflings of the 
Commissioner of Accounts’ office, but 
also to the employes of this department. 


Resents Mayor’s Action. 


“‘T realize that it was your full privi- 
lege to follow this course, but I strongly 
resent it. My faithful service of nearly 
four years justifies my claim that I 


should have been the first to nave been 
called upon to explain. 

‘“*]T shail ask my, personal attorney to 
advise with the District Attorney in or- 
der to secure either the indictment of the 
Street Cleaning Commissioner for offi- 
cial misconduct or an indictment ‘for 
criminal libel against his traducers. 

‘“‘ When at your urgent request I came 
up her in January last I found that 
owing to the cP gers ee illness of my 
predecessor, and the grotesquely incom- 
petent management by the office Deputy 
as Acting Commissioner, together with 
the management of the Brooklyn office 
by the then incumbent as Deputy, and 
which later developed such an exhibition 
of moral turpitude as ‘to compel is prac- 
tical removal, together with the many 
other conditions with which you are fa- 
miliar, the department was not, to say 
the least, in a creditable condition. 

‘You realized this so fylly that you 
assured me that following the city elec- 
tion I would be given the proper as- 
sistants, and I have cheerfully gone on, 
sparing neither time nor trouble to get 
results. And that these efforts have been 
successful is now a matter of public 
record. 

“Among the many _ irregularities 
which existed, I found that one firm 
had a practical monopoly of furnishing 
scows to this department—viz., havin 
fifty-four scows, while all others had 
but four scows—and at a price of $14 
per day, which was above the existing 
market rates. and that others who had; 
scows to rent at a lower figure were 
not given the slightest consideration. I 
remedied this condition by a repeated ; 
broadcast invitation bid to any and 
‘every person who: I thought missht-be 
able to furnish scows fur our use, with 
the result that on the open bidding the 
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Dies at the Age of 105 Years

Mr. Hirshfield denied that politics or 
the suspension of Deputy Commissioner 
Laura had anything to do with Mr. 
Leo’s resignation. 

“Our differences came to a head on 
Nov. 12, when I called over for exami- 
nation John H. Thode Jr., master me- 
chanic of the Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment,” he said. ‘“‘It appears that Com- 
missioner Leo had purchased two East- 
man garbage dumpers for $25,000 each 
and, according to our information, these 
dumpers were obsolete and valueless. 
at least, not worth nearly that amount 
of money. 

‘‘In my investigation of this pur- 
chase I examined Mr. Thode who testi- 
fied that he had not been instructed 
to inspect the dumpers before their 
purchase, although that had been the 
customary practice. but that some time 
after, when they were in dry dock for 
repair, he did inspect them and found 
that they were about twenty years old, 
were not in good condition and that he 
did not think that they were worth 
more than $10,000 apiece. 

‘*When Commissioner Leo discovered 
that I had examined his master me- 
chanic without consulting him, he flew 
into a rage and made a long speech, | 
| the suhstance of which was similar to 
| the contents of his’ letter of resignation. 

‘'The point I want to emph.isize, is 
that the. real reason that Commissioner 
Leo resigned was that he did not want 
an honest investigation of his depart- 
ment.” 

Mr. Hirshfield, said Mr. Leo had re- 
ceived credit for success in snow re- 
moval which rightly belonged to a board 
ef which Fire Chief John Kenlon was 
chairman. ‘ Mr. Leo, he said, was @ 
military martinet who expected obedi- 
ence from his subordinates, but did not 
care to obey his superior officers. 


END LONDON LIBEL SUIT 
BY A COMPROMISE) 


Critic Retracts Offensive Com- 
ments and Miss Ethel Irving 
Discontinues Court Action.

ONDON, Nov. 18.—The libel 
brought by Miss Ethel Irving, 
known actress, against The 
Times and Sidney W. Carroll, its dra- 
matic critic, was settled today by an 
arrangement between the two parties. 

Miss Irving last January took the 
highly emotional part of Julie in 
Brieux’s play, ‘‘ The Three daughters of 
M. Dupont. Mr. Carroll did not like her 
performance, and of the great scene 
he wrote: ‘“‘ Every shred of reserve 
was scattered to the flies, and the 
woman who wants children from a hus- 


band who refuses them became a rag- 
ing, frothing epileptic, rolling on the 
floor and biting her toenails.’ 

Miss Irving declared that the criticism 
was most unfair, and that she had been 
recalled fourteen times at the end of 
this scene. Moreover, she swore posi- 
tively that she had not bitten her toe- 
nails, and that, though she did - fall 
on the floor, she had not rolled about 
the stage. Cross-examined by counsel 
for the defense, she said she had no 
objection to being criticised fairly, but 
she held that ‘‘a woman who could 
even look like biting her toenails would 
necéssarily assume an tmmodest and 
unwomanly attitude.’’ She admitted 
that she had rolled off a sofa to the 
floor, but said that was only according 
to the stage directions and her fall was 
*“not much of a bump.”’ 

Miss Lillah McCarthy and Arthur 
Bourchier were called in support of Miss 
Irving, but Justice Darling intervened 
with the remark: ‘‘I am wondering if 
this piece is to be played to the end.’ 

Counsel conferred, and the action was 
withdrawn on the defendants expressing 
regret for the criticism and explaining 
that they had only intended to express 
a view unfavorable to Miss Irving’s per- 
formance. They said they did not in- 
tend to convey the impression that she 
rolled on the floor or bit her toenails; 
the words used were merely meant to 
indicate. that her acting was exag- 
gerated.

PEAKING to me one day about

This was not an easy policy to pursue. 
Every kind of harassing demand came 
from Democratic Senators and Repre- 
sentatives to induce the President to rec- 
ognize political considerations in the 
conduct of the war, the argument being 
that, after all, the responsibility for its 
ecnduct rested with the Democrats; the 
administration of the war ought to be 
under Democratic tutelage throughout. | 
But the President was firm in his re- 
solve to see the war through to the end 
without political considerations. The 
political predictions of Generals, Ad- 
mirals and war workers of every kind 
were ignored, 


Republican Appointees. 


Mr. Creel, by furnishing a list of Re- 
publicans appointed by the President to 
conspicuous office, has disproved the 
charge against the President of niggard 
partisanship. Although the President 
would not tolerate a coalition Cabinet, 
he gave to Republicans all manner of 
opportunities to ‘share in the conduct 
and the credit of the war. I.quote from 
Mr. Creel: 


The search for ‘‘ the best man for 
the place ’’’ was instituted without re- 
sar! to party, faction, blood strain or 
creed, and the result was a composite 
organization in which Democrats, Re- 
publicans and independents worked 
side: by side, partisanship forgotten 
and service the one consideration. 

It stood recognized as a matter of 
course that the soldier selected to 
command our forces in France might 
well develop into a Presidential possi- 
bility, yet this high place was given 
without question to General John J. 
Pershing, a life-long Republican and 
the son-in-law of Senator Warren, one 
of the masters of the Republican ma- 
chine. 

Admiral William S. Sims, a vocifer- 
ous Republican, was sent to English 
waters in hizgh command, and while 
Secretary Daniels was warned at the 
time that_Sims’s partisanship was of 
the kind that would not recognize the 
obligations of loyalty or patriotism, 
he waved the objection aside out of 
his. belief that Sims was ‘‘the best 
man for the job.’’ 

For the head of the Aircraft Board, 
with its task of launching America’s 
great aviation program, Mr. Howard 
E. Coffin, a Republican, was selected, 

and at his right hand Mr. Coffin 
placed Colonel Edward /A. Deeds, also 
a Republican of vigor and regularity. 
It is to be remembered, also, that 
when failure and corruption were 
charged against the Aircraft Board 
the man appointed by the President to 
conduct the highly important investi- 
gation was Charles E. Hughes. 

Three Assistant Secretarles of War 
were appointed by Mr. Baker—Mr. 
Benedict Crowell, a Cleveland con- 
fractor; Dr. F. E. Keppel, Dean of 
Columbia University, and Emmet J. 
Scott, formerly Booker Washington's 
secretary—and all three were Repub- 
iicans. Mr.. KE. R. Stettinius of the 
J. P. Morgan firm and a Republican 

was made special assistant to the. Sec- 
retary of War and placed in charge 
of supplies, a duty that he had been 
discharging for the Allies. Major Gen. 

George W. Goethals, after his un- 
fortunate experience in shipbuilding, 
was given a second chance and put in 
the War Department as an Assistant 
Chief of Staff. The Chief of Staff 
himself, General Feyton C. March, 
was a Republican no less definite and 
regular than General Goethals. Mr. 
Samuel McRoberts, President of the 
National City Bank and one of the 

illars of the Republican Party, was 
yrought to Washington as Chief of the 
procurement section in the ordnance 
section, with the rank of Brigadier 
General; Major Gen. E. H. Crowder 
was appointed Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral, although his Republicanism was 
well known, and no objection of any 
kind was made when General Crow- 
der put Charles B. Warren, the Re- 
publican National Committeeman from 

Michigan, in charge of appeal cases, a 
position of rare power. 

The Emergency> Fleet Corporation 
was virtually turned over to Repub- 
licans under Charles M. Schwab and 
Charles Piez. Mr. Vance McCormick, 
Chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, was made Chairman of the 
War Trade Board, but of the eight 
members five were Republicans—Al- 
bert Strauss of New York, Alonzo E. 
Taylor of Pennsylvania, John Beaver 
White of New York, Frank C. Mun- 
son of New York and Clarence M. 
Woolley of Chicago. 

The same conditions obtained in the 
Red Cross. A very eminent Repub- 
lican, Mr. H. P. Davison, was put in 
supreme authority, and on the Red 
Cross War Council were placed ex- 
President Taft, Mr. Charles D. Nor- 
ton, Mr. Taft’s secretary while Presi- 
dent, and Mr. Cornelius N. Bliss, 
former Treasurer of the Republican 
National Committee. Not only was 
Mr. Taft thus honored, but upon the 
ereation of a National War Labor 
Board the ex-President was made its

Mr. Frank A. Vanderlip, a Repub- 
lican. of iron regularity, was placed in 
charge of the Waf Savings Stamps 
campaign, and when Mr. McAdoo had 
occasion to. name Assistant Secre- 
taries of the Treasury he _ selected 
Professor L. S. Rowe of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and Mr. H. C, 
Leffingwell of New York. 

Harry A. Garfield, son of the Re- 
publican President; was made Fuel 
Administrator, and Mr. Herbert 
Hoover, now a candidate for President 
on a platform of unadulterated Re- 
publicanisin, was nominated as head 
of the Food Administration. 

The Council of National Defense was 
an organization of high importance 
and one of tremendous influence from 
a partisan stafidpoint, yet its execu- 
tive body was divided as follows: 
Republicans—Howard E. Coffin, Julius 
Rosenwald, Dr. Hollis Godfrey, Dr. 
Franklin Martin, Walter S. Gifford, 
Director; Democrats — Daniel Wil- 
lard and Bernard M. Baruch; inde- 
pendent—Samuel Gompers.

Unpublished War Speech. 


In a notable speech, confidential in 
character, the President on the 8th day 
of April, 1918, addressed the foreign 
correspondents at the White House 
concerning ‘‘ our veactutions” and 
‘“‘actions in the war.’’

and as quickly as we can find the ships, 
to transport them. We are doing that 
now and we have been doing it all 
along. Let me point out some of the 
circumstances: Our first program was 
to send over 90,000 men a month, but 
for several months we were sending 
over only 30,000, one-third of the pro- 
gram. Why? Not because we didn’t 
have the men ready; not even because 
we didn’t have the means of transpor- 
tation, but because—and there is no 
criticism of the French Government in- 
volved in this—because the ports as- 
signed to us for landing couldn't take 
care of the supplies we had to send 
over. We had to send materials and 
engineers, and workmen, even, over to 
build the docks and the piers that would 
be adequate to handle the number of 
men we sent over, because this was 
happening: We began with the 90,000 
program and the result was that cargo 
ships that we needed were lying in 
those ports for several weeks together 
without being unloaded, as there was 
no means of unloading them. It was 
bad economy and bad practice from ev-

“So I want you gentlemen, therefore, 
to get out of.your minds, if it has been 
there, the idea of any difference of 
speed that resulted from differences of 
purpose or plan, or of pressure from this 
end, because there have been no such 
differences. I have said the same thing 
so often to the official representatives 
of the Allies that I have been ashamed 
to say it again, and I am sure they have 
understood the circumstances. They have 
not been disturbed as to what we intend 
to do. 


“For Justice to Everybody.” 


‘‘ As to another matter (I am just giv- 
ing you things to think about and not 
thiftgs to say, if you will be kind enough 
to take it that way). That speech I 
made on Saturday I hope was correctly 
understood. We are fighting, as I under- 
stand it, for justice to everybody and 
are ready to stop just as soon as justice 
to everybody is everybody’s program. I 
have the same opinion privately about, 
I will not say the policy, but the meth- 
ods of the German Government that 
some gentlemen have who see red all 
the time, but that is not a proper part 
of my thought. My thought is that if 
the German Government insists that the 
thing shall be settled unjustly, that is 
to say by force, then of course we ac- 
cept that and will 
Whenever we see sincere symptoms o 
their desire to settle it by justice, we 
will’ not only accept their suggestions, 
but we will be glad and eager to accept 
them, as I said in my ‘speech. I would 
be ashamed to use the knockdown and 
drag-out language; that is not the lan- 
guage of liberty, that is the language 
of braggadocio. For my part, I have no 
desire to march triumphantly into Ber- 
lin. If they oblige us to march triumph- 
antly into Berlin, then we will do it if it 
takes twenty years. But the world will 
come to its senses some day, no matter 
how mad some parts of it may be now 
and this is my feeling, that we ought 
when the thing is over-to be able to 
look back upon a course which had no 
element in it which we need be ashamed 
of. So it is so difficult tn any kind 
of a speech, this kind or any other, to 
express two things that seem to be going 
in opposite directions that I wasn't sure 
that I had succeeded in expressing them 
on Saturday—the sincere willingness to 
discuss peace whenever the ‘proposals 
are themselves sincere and yet at the 
same time the determination never to 
diseuss it until the basis laid down for 
the discussion is Justice. By that I mean 
justice to everybody. Nobody has the 
right to get anything out of this war, 
because we are fighting for peace if we 
mean what we say, for permanent peace. 
No injustice furnishes a basis for per- 
manent peace. If you leave 2 rankling 
sense of injustice anywhere, it will not 
only produce a running sore presently 
which will result in trouble and prob- 
ably war, but it ought to produce war

Conferees Drop Amendment to 
Levy 50 Per Cent. on Estates 
Above $100,000,000. 


ACCEPT HIGH SURTAX RATE 


| White House and the Administration 
“ Frankly Disappointed ” Over 
Congressional Rebuff.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The Senate 
amendment proposing to increase the 
maximum inheritance tax rate from the 
| Present 25 per cent. on estates valued 
| at $10,000,000 or more, to 50 per cent. on 
those of $100,000,000 or more, was 
stricken from the Tax Revision bill to- 
day by House and Senate conferees. 
This amendment formed a part of tke 
compromise revision program brought 
for ward by the Senate agricultural bloc 
and agreed to by Republican leaders. 

This was the only one of the remain- 
ing ‘‘ high spots”’ in the bill on which 
tke conferees came to an agreement to- 
day, but the House managers, in con- 
formity with instructions voted yester- 
day by the House, accepted the Senate 
income surtax maximum rate of 50 per 
cent. At the White House today it was 
said that President Harding was ‘'frank- 
ly disappointed ’’ by the House action on 
the surtax amendment, and this disap- 
pointment was reflected in other Ad- 
ministration and in some Congressional 
circles, 

Tre House managers accepted today 
the Senate plan of taxing insurance 
companies. This plan provides that life 
insurance companies shall pay an in- 
come tax on investment income at the 
rate yet to befixed for corporations. 
Mutual insurance companies other than 
life will be taxed at the same rate on 
their net income as computed under ex- 
isting law, while all other insurance 
companies will pay the corporation tax 
rate on their net income as shown in 
statements required to be furnished on 
standard State forms to State Tax 
Commissioners. 

Other agreements reached by the con- 
ferees included these: 

Struck out the La Follette amendment 
requiring taxpayers in making their re- 
turns: to list the tax-free securities held 
by tkem.

GEORGE M. SPANGLER JR. 
QUITS CHICAGO OPERA 


Business Manager's Resignation 
Due to Failure to Get 500 Guar- 
antors for Next Season.

CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—Into the premiére 
of an-opera season, perhaps. the most 
promising Chicago has ever had, was 
catapulted tonight a sensation in the 
resignation of George M. Spangler Jr. 
as business manager of the Chicago 
Opera Association. 

The announcement came from Harold 
F,. McCormick, President of the asso- 
ciation. In making public the appoint- 
ment of Clark A. Shaw, former tour 


manager, as acting business manager, 
Mr. McCormick said that Mr. Spangler’s 
retirement came through an apparent 
inability to obtain 500 guarantors among 
Chicago business’ men for next season's 
opera. 

The present year, it was pointed out, 
is the last of the term wherein all losses 
of the opera association. have been 
guaranteed by Mr. and Mrs. McCormick. 
Next season the association is to be 
placed virtually on a_ self-supporting 
basis, it is hoped. -It was planned to 
procure the underwriting of the associa- 
tion at $500,000 per year for a term of 
five years—500 business men to guaran- 
tee $1,000 per year eagh.

130,000 Ready to Join the 55, 000 
Garment Workers Already 
Idle in New York. 


NEW SHOP PLAN THE ISSUE 


Unless They Make Concessions 
Many Will Be Laid Off at 
End of Season. 


SEE WAGE CUT IMMINENT 


Unions Fear Effort to Reduce Pay 
of Women—Hope to Call Out 
Chicago Workers. 


A strike of 30,000 women in the dress- 
making industry may follow that of the 
55,000 garment workers. The threat of 
another strike was disclosed last night 
by Benjamin Schlesinger, President of 
the International Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers’ Union. He said that the walkout of 
the women was probable because the 
manufac turers, at a meeting yesterday, 
had advanced proposals for shop: reor- 
ganization which would result in laying 
off thousands of workers at the end of 
each season. 

“The Dress Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, following a conference at which I 
was unable to be present,’’ said Schles- 
inger, ‘‘ served notice upon the workers 
that unless they made certain conces- 
sions, they could expect to be laid off at 
the end of the season. The threat of the 
manufacturers is in direct violation of 
their agreement with the union, just as 
was the demand of the Protective Assoe- 
ciation that the workers should accept 
piecework. If they are able to carry 
out their threat, it will be easy for them 
to lay off thousands of workers at the 
season’s end. They will try to lay off 
men as well as the girls. For men the 
prospect of being laid off at the end of 
each season is terrible, because most of 
them have wives and children to sup- 
port. 

Schlesinger said that he thought the 
movement ‘was timed to coincide with an 
effort to force the women employes 
tc accept wage reductions. 

The garment strike, according te 
Schlesinger, was :narked yesterday by 
further concessions from the manufac- 
turers. He said that 128 firms had 
signed agreements accepting the terms 
ot the workers, and that a total of 6,000 
employes would return to thelr jobs. 

Schlesinger’s statements were dis- 
counted at the office of A. E. Lefcourt, 


spokesman for the Cloak, Suit and 
Skirt Manufacturers’ Protective Associ- 
ation, where it was sald that the asso- 
ciation included 90 per cent. of the in 
dustry; that only 10 per cent. of em- 
ployers..were in a position to give in to 
the union, and that cven the firms in- 
cluded in the 10 per cent. outside the 
association did contract work for asso< 
ciation ..members und could be counted 
upon to stand with the members of the 
organization. 

Keplying to a statement by Lefcourt, 
Schlesinger said that ‘‘the union has 
never prevented its members from earn- 
ing more than the minimum scale. ‘The 
three-year agreement, entered into be- 
tween the union and the protective as- 
soc.dtion on May 20, 1919, which the em- 
ployers have broken, after enumerating 
the minimum scales for the various 
classes of workers, contains the follow- 
ing provisions: 

‘Section 5, Paragraph 3. No worke- 
ers shall receive less than the above 
scale, except those who are deficient 
in their production by reason of their 
age and physical cond.tion.’ 

‘It is a matter of common a 
that a large number of our workers in 
the cloak shops have been receiving cone 
siderably above the scale as remunera- 
tion for skill, speed and the incentive to 
produce,’’ he continued. 

Schlesinger said that he would defer 
next Friday his trip to Chicago, 
where the union contemplates calling @ 
strike on the same issue as in this city. 
He will go to Philadelphia on Monday 
to line up the workers there.

The 
punehes for which McPartland warned 
Chaney were visibly in violation of ring 
rules. While they were unintentional, 
they nevertheless justified the action of 
the referee. Chany, an

FOREIGN EXCHANGE. 


Slightly Easier Tone to Rates— 
German Marks Weak, With 
Far Easterns Higher. 


The European exchanges were again 
a trifle reactionary yesterday, following 
the run-up in rates which accompanied 
sterling over the $4 mark on Wednes- 
day. The weakness in German marks 
was the chicf feature, Berlin remittances 


selling down to 38514 one-hundreths of 
a cent, which compares with Thursday’s 
high of .3914.

Sales Showing No Decline In Vol- 
ume — Reinvestment Demand Ex- 
pected to Keep Market Strong. 


The continued buoyancy of the bond 
market, with strength exhibited in all 
standard issues, the easing off the time 
money rate to 5 per cent., and the nat- 
ural flow to the financial centres of 
funds which have been employed during 
the earlier part of the year in planting, | 
harvesting and moving crops, has had | 
the effect of exciting keen competition 
for new bond issues offered during the | 
week, and without exception they have 
been snapped up with an avidity which 
reflects an unfilled demand and a back- 
log of inquiry which is expected to carry 
the present pace of the market well 
through the early part of the new year. 

Considering the bonds which have been 
offered to investors this week as a 
whole, the flotations have been even 
more successful than were those of the 
earlier part of the year. Probably the 
most spectacular event of the week, in 
the bond market, was the tremendous 
oversubscription to the New York Tele- 
phone Company 6s, of which $50,000,000 
were offered at 97, and for which sub- 
scriptions aggregating more than $488,- 
000,000 were received by the underwrit- 
ers. The issue will be long remembered 
in the financial district as the most suc- 


cessful offering in recent years, and it 
has furnished the market with an ex- 
cellent, concrete illustration of the tre- 
mendous reserve of investment funds 
now seeking employment in securities 
which return a moderately high yield, 
which are backed by adequate security, 
and which will not be called for pay- 


ment over a considerable period of 
years. 





Twenty-one Issues During Week. 


New offerings of the week aggregated 
$93,906,500, as compared with $57,122,000 
in the previous week. They were divided 
into twenty-one separate issues, of which 
two were public utility descriptions, 


eleven were put out by municipalities, 
one by a State, one by a county, two 
were industrial mortgage bonds on real 
one an advance to a foreign 
two of Joint Stock Land Bank 
bonds and one an issue of equipment 
trust certificates. The twenty-one of- 
ferings were made by thirty-six firms, 
who participated, vartousiy, in the flota- 
tions. : 

By groups, the new bonds issued this

Trere was a decided shift in 
the class of offerings this week from 
last. The industrial lst, for instance, 
was very much smaller this week.

The public utility offerings led the list 
this week. 

Undoubtedly, the most successful flo- 
tation. of the year was that of tre New 
York Telephone bonds, offered by a syn-| 
dicate at 97, to yleld 6% per cent. So} 
heavy were the subscriptions that it was | 
necessary to make small allotments, | 
which were arranged on the following 
basis: $100 to $2,500, 20 per cent., with a 
minimum of $100; subscriptions from 
2,600 to $75,006, 10 per cent., with a 
minimum of $500; above $75,000, 5 per 
cent., with a minimum of $7,500. Te 
total of small subscriptions, those below 


exhaust the entire issue, and it was this 
flood of small subscriptions to the issue 
which attracted most attention in bond 
circles.

pal offerings of the week showed rather 
a remarkable range in price, ranging 
from tre low of 4.60 to 4.80 per cent. for 
the City of Baltimore for a 22-year 
bond, to a high of 6 per cent. for a 
ten-year serial offered by the City of 
Pensacola, Fla. The average yield of 
the week’s municipal offerings was ap- 
proximately 5.25 per cent. An issue of 


$6,000,000 State of South Dakota 514s, 
sold on a basis to yleld from 5.15 to 5.20 
per cent., was readily taken, as was a 
small issue of Bergen County (N. J.) 
544s, on a 4.80 to 5 per cent. basis. 

By a peculiar coincidence both of the 
industrial issues this week were gold 
bonds based on real estate, and both 
issues, which were offered at par to 
yield the investor 7 per cent., have 
been readily taken. One was on a 
building in Chicago, the other backed 
by a first mortgage on the new General 
Motors Corporation Building in Detroit. 
This, incidentally, was one of the larg- 
est real estate mortgages ever closed. 

Although there has been a well de- 
fined shift from foreign bonds to do- 
mestics, the $10,000,000 issue of Rio 
Grande do Sul, offered to yield 8.10 
per cent was readily taken, and books 
were closed by the underwriters on 
the day the bonds were offered. It was 
announced that the issue had. been 
several times oversubscribed. The 
credit of Rio Grande do Sul {s ex- 
cellent, of course, and it has never 
had a default. 

The reinvestment demand of the next 
two onths for standard bonds prob- 
ably will keep the market going under 
a full head of steam. Maturities of 
Dec. 1 and January 1 are extremely 
heavy. In December, for instafice, more 
than $100,000,000 of bonds mature, and 
the year-end cancellations will exceed 
that figure. The paying off of these 
obligations by corporations will 
naturally provide funds for which rein- 
vestment will be sought. Buying of this 
sort, in ‘anticipation of the receipt of 
funds, has been noticed in the bond 
market during the last two or three 
weeks, and many of the older securities.

The flurry has_ been particularly 
noticeable in the non-callable, 8 per 
cent. bonds put out early in the year 
by a large number of industrial cor- 
porations that had felt the pinch of 
liquidation and were obliged to hurriedly 
pay the going market rate and terms 
for the money needed at the time. It 
is the general impression in the finan- 
cial district, that an 8 per cent. rate, or 
even 7% per cent., has. definitely 
passed into financial history, and that 
a corporation, whose stability and repu

The Non-Callable Clause. 


With the non-callable clause making 
it certain that the bonds of this descrip- 
tion may be retained by the investor 
over a comparatively long period of 


years, during which time it appears to 
be certain that the money rates will be 
lower, it is small wonder that there has 
been keen demand for the bonds of this 
class and that this competetive demand 
has been reflected in advancing quota- 
tions. 

The problem of the investmént bankers 
at the moment is not the honds which 
they have in hand, but closing up the 
deals under negotiation and in prospect. 
Dealers’ shelves are about bare of new 
issues to offer investors and ‘the pros- 
pect for a surplus of standard bonds 
to come to market is not exceedingly 
A few large issues are in abey- 
ance, three of them under consideration 
by Public Service Commissions, and 
which will be offered when approval is 
given. Under present conditions almost 
anything resembling a bond and bear- 
ing a coupon can be sold, but the invest- 
ment bankers are showing a disposition 
to pick and choose, even from among 
their meager offerings, and to make 
eareful and exhaustive investigation ‘of 
every property 30 aided.

The other issue, $1,500,000 
twenty-five year 6 per cent. bonds of 
the same province, was sold to the same 
bankers at 99.58. While the offering

THIS WEEK’S PRICE TREND. 


Foodstuffs Are Again Showing a 
Tendency to Go Down. 


Although the advances and the de- 
clines shown in Dun’'s Ist of wholesale 
commodities prices this week were even- 
ly divided at forty-seven each, the trend 
of the current list is found really to be 
downward when it is compared with 
last week’s. This comparison shows 
that, although the present list contains 
eight more advances than last week’s, 
it also contains twenty more declines. 
The actual division last week was thirty- 
nine ‘‘ ups ’”’ and twenty-seven ‘‘downs.”’ 
Among the features this week were the 
easier tone to the foodstuffs, taken as 
a whole, the drop in the general drug 
list and the increased firmness of wool.

were more unsettled than usual. Scotch 
peas were higher. The cheapest grade 
of rice listed went up. Choice pea and 
choice red kidney beans went down. 
Cabbage advanced 50 cents a barrel, 
and onions rose 25 cents a bag to a 
price four times as great as that of 
1920 at this time. The beverage list 
showed only a decline in No. 7 Rio 
coffee. Fine granulated sugar advanced 
a little, but raw suger did not. In the 
spices, cloves and nutmegs were higher, 
but black pepper declined. Open kettle 
molasses dropped again. 

All of the changes in the grains were 
upward, excepting for declines in hay 
and straw. Hemp was cheaper. Leathers 
were again without quotable change 
either way, and the revisions in the 
hides were divided between a rise in 
No. 1 Texas stock and a decline in Chi- 
cago city calfskins. Hops declined. 
The only decline in the list for lumber 
was in chestnut, while higher prices 
were quoted on plain white oak, red 
gum and poplar. 

The metals showed four declines and 
three advances. The former occurred in 
iron bars, black and galvanized sheets, 
and lead. The advances were seen in 
laké and electrolytic copper, as well as 
in tin. Twenty-four changes took place 
during the week in the drugs, chemicals, 
dyestuffs .and oils, of which sixteen 
were declines. Features were few. The 
naval stores contained a rise in turpen- 
tine and a drop in resin. Wool showed 
a@ general rise, and both Brazilian and 
Eastern crude rubbers advanced. In the 
raw silks Japanese fibres were higher 
and Chinese lower. 

The week in the textiles. more espe- 
cially the cotton goods and burlaps, was 
generally productive of easier prices, 
=e in the unfinished cotton 
cloths. 


An Unusual Situation Here. 

It is not often in the business world 
that sellers of merchandise advise buy- 
ers to operate slowly while prices are 
high, but advice to this effect is being 
given by some of the leading fur deal- 
ers here. It was said here yesterday 
that, notwithstanding the fact that all 
indications point to a large catch of 
most varieties of furs and ultimacly 
lower prices, a number of the furriers 
and smaller dealers are showing a ten- 
dency to plunge at the present time. 
It is to these that the admonition of 
the more farsighted’ merchants is 
given. The latter realize that the ef- 
fect of a speculative movement, no 
matter how short-lived it might be, 
would have a bad effect on the trade 
generally. They also realize that the 
public is no longer in a_ high-price 
mood, and that their own success lies 
in getting manufactured furs passed on 
te consumers as cheaply as possible.

Conitaander Booth. ‘the Rev. Dr. Joseph 
Silverman and others. It was arranged 
that the Marshal should have a newspa- 
per interview. This proceeding, however, 
was chaperoned by Count Charles de 
Chambrun, a descendant of Lafayette 
and a representative of the French For- 
cign Office, who is charged with tne re- 
sponsibility for insuring freedom from 
any kind of diplomatic false step. The 
diplomat adroitly intercepted questions 
that did not seem quite safe to him, and 
only made translations of questions re- 
lating to the impressions the Marshal 
had formed of America and of New 
York. The Count de Chambrun then 
personally rendered the replies of the 
Marshal into English as follows: 

‘““The Marshal is very pleased to see 
you. He is very happy to be in New 
York. He is very déeply touched with 
the reception that is- made for him 
everywhere. The country is very great, 
beginning with the harbor of New York. 
America is very large. Everything is 
broad. What struck him the most is the 
seale of things in America. The propor- 
tion is larger than in Europe.’’ 

The Marshal did a great deal of hand- 
shaking all morning, but visitors were 
warned that he had suffered from the 
hearty grasp of powerful handshakers, 
especially while in the West, where a 
handclasp which does not inflict pain is 
considered *a sign of effeminacy. The 
Generalissimo, usually very much under 
control, became enthusiastic while he 
was praising New York and emphasized 
his words py shifting his feet rapidly 
and swinging his arms, as if imitating 
one of the mild mannerisms of ‘ Billy ” 
Sunday.

The Count de Chambrun, with some 
hesitation, translated the question of 
some one wh») wanted to know whether 
the Marshal was going to take his wild- 
cat back to France.

Degree From New York University. 


After a brief address by Chancellor

Foch. In his reply to this address, the 
Marshal said, as repeated by a trans- 
lator:

touched by the degree which has been 
conferred upon me this afternoon by 
this celebrated university. I find my- 
self here in a centre of arts, in a centre 
of science and a centre of general in- 
tellectual development. And far beyond 
the intellectual effort of this university 
perhaps is the moral effort that re- 
sults from the spirit of patriotism that 
is developed here. Four thousand sol- 
diers went from this centre to the war, 
of which 400 rest in the soil of France. 


These figures speak eloquently for the | 


spirit of this university and give a clear 
prophecy for its future. For this double 
reason I am particularly happy to be 
here today to become a part of this 
university, and I now express my great 
happiness at having been honored by 
this great school.’’ 


NEARLY STARVED AT SEA. 


Crew of Portuguese Schooner Lived 
a Month on Beans and Boiled Water. 


MADRID, Nov. 18.—Dispatches from 
Las Palmas, Canary Islands, today re- 
port the terrible experiences of the crew 
of the Portuguese schooner Troviscal, 
which left Havana Sept. 11 for Las Pal- 
mas, and finally reached her destination 
after a voyage which! lasted sixty-two 


days. Driven out of her course by 
storms, her provisions and water became 
virtually exhausted after she had been 
at sea for a month, and the crew was 
forced to exist for the most part on 
beans and boiled sea. water, supplement- 
ed by the small amount of rain water 
that was. caught by spreading sails as 
receptacles. 

When the Troviscal reached port the 
sailors were so weakened by their ex- 
periences that. they were scarcely able 
to walk. At the request of the Port- 
uguese Consul in Las Palmas the Cap- 
ae was placed under arrest.
